Week by Week. 


As was to be anticipated, the Committee of the Jews’ 
The Head- Hospital and Orphan Asylum has quickly recognised the 
Mastership justice of the complaint we made last week as to the 
of the Jews’ method which was being adopted to Hl the post of 
Hospital. headmaster, rendered vacant by the sad affliction of Mr: 

Raphael. There can be no question that the appoint- 
ment of anv but a coreligionist to the sopreme charge of the orphans at 
Norwood must have outraged the feelings of the entire community, and 
have alienated many valuable supporters of the Institution. We heartily 
congratulate the Committee upon their decision not to risk the well-being of 
the Hospital,and to rule out the possibility of the intentions of those of whose 
beneficent endowments they are trustees being utterly ignored. The 
letters of protest Which bave reached us are proof of the sentiments 
of many of the Hospital's best well-wishers. We print some cf the letters 
notwithstanding the Jater decision of the Committee, because, 
we think it well that they should understand the grave danger which the 
Institution runs when its very raison d'étre as a Jewish Asylum 1s 
unheeded by those responsible for its management. We notice that the 
Secretary of the Hospital, in the course of a letter addressed to the Rev. 
J. F. Stern (printed elsewhere), declares “ most emphatically there is pot, 
and there never has been, the slightest intention cf appointing a non- 
Jewish headmaster of this institution.” Only by some ingenious contortion 
could this statement be made to dovetail with the facts. We stated that 
the Committee had decided not to limit applicants for the post to those of 
the Jewish faith, and we stand by what we said if for no other reason— and 
there are many others—because the following advertisement appeared in 
our con’ emporary the Athenwum of January 15th :— 


Headmaster-Superintendent 
for a Jewish Orphanage near London. 

About 400 Boys and Girls maintained — 

Apply by letter, stating age, qualifications, 

experience, &c ,to Mr. D. Spero, 31, Duke 

Street, Aldgate, London, E.C. 
If the applicants were to be limited to those of the Jewish faith, is it 
conceiveable that the Committee would have advertised as they did in a 
non-Jewish organ without saying so? If they had not “the slightest 
intention of appointing a non-Jewish headmaster” do they think it fair to 
invite, as they did, non-Jewish applicants by their advertisement in the 
Athenwum ? We bave no desire to pursue the subject in any manner too 
harshly against the Committee. We are thankful to know they have been 
brought to aright decision. But we do think that those responsible for 
an edueational institution would do well to evince a little more candour 
with the public than is manifested ia the Secretary's letter to Mr. Stero. 
To say that there was no “intention” of appointing a non-Jewish bead- 
master when it is common koowledge that it had been decided to leave the 
selection an open one, as between Jews and non-Jews, is a course of 
argument which we hope will not be taken as a sample, at least, for other 
Jewish institutions. 


We give Mr. Jessel and his colleagues fall credit for 
The United public spirit and earnestness in their suggestions 
Synagogue and regarding Jews’ College, but if the case which they 
Jews’ College. male at the meeting of the Council of the United 

Synagogue is the best they can present, we can only 
regard those conclusions as, in the maip, unconvincing and uosound. Mr. 
Jessel told the Council that there was a level of scholarship which, for 
practical purposes, it was unnecessary for the student of Jews’ College to 
attain. There was a stage of Rabbinical culture, he remarked, at which it 
became so advanced as not to be understoc « by the average member of the 
ordinary congregation ; and if a Jearned minister were to give his congre- 
gation the fall benefit of bis Hebrew knowledge there was hardly any body 
who would understand him. We do not agree that the standard of 
Hebrew attainment among congregations is always as low as Mr. Jessel 
seems to suggest. But even if it were, we should still regard 
Mr. Jessel’s contention as fallacious toadegree. It would bea mistake, 
of course, for an erudite Minister always to poor out profound discourses 
from a pulpit. But that is not advocated. What we do say is that a 
Minister of real and deep scholarship would be better able to give a 
simple, but at the same time effective, presentation of Jewish belief and 
aspirations than a preacher of superficial attainments. He would be far 
better able to seize the essentials of asubject and place them convincingly 
before his congregants, and reinforce them by facts and by references. 
He would have a much more copious material upon which to draw for his 
sermons, and although his auditors themselves might be more or less 
ignorant, they would be quick to recognise that their Minister was the 
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‘reverse and would honour and follow him accordingly. On the other hand, 
@ Jewish congregation is equally quick to discern superficiality in their 
Minister—-with disastrous results to the gentleman's influence and the 
congregation's well-being. 


Nor do we follow Mr. Jessel in his argument in favour of 
imparting to Ministers a considerable knowledge of the 
New Testament. To acquire such knowledge needs time 
and study. But ifthe Ministers are to be drawn into the 
vortex of philanthropic work, in accordance with the suggestions of the 
Committee, there would be no time to spare. It is rather hard on 
the ministry to complain that they cannot write a book, and that 
“neither in critical knowledge nor in general knowledge are they up 
- ‘to the level they ought to be,” when, at the same time, they are called 
upon to become a sort of auxiliary of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
and t engage in the details of charity administration. As for the 
: kaowledge of the New Testament, the Jewish ministry will be best in a 
; position to refute that book when they are most completely equipped 
with Jewish learning. They may master the Gospels to the last 
letter. Bat the knowledge will be useless to them as Jewish ministers 
if they have not previously mastered Jewish teaching at least as thoroughly. 
And the fault we find with the Committee's conclusions is that they will 
enable a Minister to be thoroughly conversant and efficient neither in one 
mor the other department of study. The Jewish ministry is suffering very 
largely to-day from the common ailment of impecuniosity. The pecuniary 
rewards of the pulpits—and even Jewish Ministers are entitled to live 
decentiy—are so poor that they rule out quite naturally a large section of 
usefal recruits. But if the ministry cannot hold out pecuniary attractions, 
those who control itought to be careful not to limit its advantages in other 
alirections. Some men might be inclined to enter the profession in part out 
of love of Jewish learning and a desire to impart it to others. It is not wise to 
discourage such persons by unduly reducing their chances of study. Again, 
there might be Jews of the middle and upper classes who would be sufficiently 
endowed with the goods of this world to be able to regard the question of 
emolument as a purely secondary matter. But if the ministry is to become 
an insufficiently educated body, certain to be labelled as such by the 
masses, the wealthy men from the university and secondary school might 
hesitate to join it and to risk being included in the general opprobrium. 
On the whole, the surest lines to follow will be the time-honoured ones of 
Jewish learning. If we cannot raise the financial standard of the 
ministerial profession, we can at least do our best to raise its intellectual 
standard. A Jewish ministry that has been enabled to acquire a real 
Jewish and general scholarship, while not neglecting its reasonable 
obligations in the philanthropic sphere, will enjoy an immense 
prestige and power for good among our people who even, where 
not themselves well-educated, appreciate ‘with deep sincerity 
those who are. Such men might even attract those endow- 
: ments from the pockets of the wealthy, the absence of which 
has been so unfortunate and so little creditable to many of the moneyed 
men in our midst. Ags it is, we can only say that the episode of the United 
_ Synagogue and Jews’ College, which has now ended in the posting of the 
) Committee's conclasions to the College, will leave the problem of the 
Jewish ministry precisely where it was before. It settles nothing, 


We were enabled last week, by a fortunate chance, to 
place our readers in possession of a circular and 
at Berkeley pamphlet which had been sent out by a number of 
Street. members of the Berkeley Street Synagogue. The 

documents were not communicated to the Press, 
though they were not private or confidential. Last Sanday a meeting 
of the seatholders of the synagogue was held to consider the 
proposals made in the circular, but the Press was not admitted and we are 
thus precluded from giving our readers a report of the proceedings. We 
cannot but fee! that these arrangements to secure secrecy were ill-judged 


and unfortunate. It is dificult to understand what object was sought to 
be attained by them. There was surely nothing in the speeches that might 
be delivered on such an occasion that would damage either the synagogue

or the community at large. On the other hand, a diseussion 
among a body of cultured men and women on matters of 
vital religious import might well have proved instructive and 


valuable to many besides the members of the Berkeley Street congrega- 
tion ; and the exclusion of a report of the debate from the public Press is, 
therefore, a distinct loss to the community. We are glad to reflect that 
the tendency in communal affairs has never been secretive ; and recently 
even the meetings of the Council of Jews’ College were made open to the 
Press. As our last week's issue showed, the efforts at exclusion have not 
always the virtue even of success. It is a great pity that official com- 
munications should have to find their way by indirect paths to a newspaper 
Office when no possible harm could be done by their direct transmission; 
and we believe that the members of the synagogue concerned will, on 
reflection, admit that an error has been made in the course taken. 


The flattering tribute which Reuter'’s Durban corres- 
Jewish pondent pays to Sir Matthew Nathan for his work as 
Statesmanship. Governor of Natal is exceedingly interesting. Sir 
Matthew passed through a period of great anxiety, 


but emerged triumphantly from the ordeal, and the correspondent referred 
to tells us that Sir Matthew leaves in Natal a reputation which might well 
be the envy of any man in the public service. This tribute has, we think, 
more than personal significance. It is a testimony to the political ability 
of the highest order—the capacity for real statesmanship—which the 
Jewish people is capable of prodacing. A race which has been allowed so 
small a space in the sun, and was permitted for centuries so rare and fitfal 
ie: a share in the governance of the world, might have been pardoned if its 
re political powers had been completely sterilised. What we see, however, is 
that whether as governors planted at adanger point of empire, as Ambassadors 
, to foreign countries, or as members of Parliament and Ministers, the race 
is never deficient in men of first class ability. There are short-sighted 
Jews—admirers of every race but their own—who never tire of arguing 
that Jewry is incapable of national self-government. But experience 
shows that we have among us all the elements of a healthy and vigorous 
national life, whether civil or military. It would be interesting, indeed, 
to draw up a list of all the great Jews who have figured in the foreground 
of the world's activity during the last century. We venture to think that 
they would present a fund of diverse — capable of governing a 
greater dominion than unfortunately is likely to appear on the Je

horizon for many a long year. It is impossible to imagine, as we are asked 
to do, that these men could manage any country but their own.

Certainly, the surest way to win recruits in this 
country is for the Federation to continue its work without dissension and 
with a single eye to the general good. 


. The Labour Exchanges which were inaugurated |ast 

Labour Tuesday may not create new openings for work. But 
Exchanges. they will do the next best thing—render such openings 
as exist more accessible than they are at present. They 

will not solve the unemployed problem. But they will rid it, in part, of its 
avoidable or unnecessary element. An Exchange has been opened i: ‘he 
East End, and it will be gathered, from what appears elsewhere, that 
Yiddish-speaking lady clerk certainly—and a similarly equipped male 
clerk possibly—will be appointed to facilitate the dealings with foreign 
Jewish applicants. The Exchange will probably be found of considerable 
value to members of our community. Some time ago the Federation of 
Synagogues entered upon the task of finding openings in the Provinces for 
Jews in the East End. We do not know the precise measure of success 
which attended its efforts. But it is obvious that a system such as [hat 
now instituted by the Board of Trade, must be far more effective in carry- 
ing out such an enterprise. If the Stepney Exchange could so arrang« its 
operations, as far as its Jewish clients are concerned, as to find occup. tion 
for them among Jewish communities in the country, it would do an 
excellent piece of work. In order to achieve such an object it would have 
to keep in particularly close touch with the Exchanges in the towns where 
our coreligionists reside in large numbers ; and these country Exchanges, 
of course, would remain in touch with the employers of labour in their 
towns. We do not know what are the possibilities of Swag Si out such a 
scheme: but we throw it out for the consideration of Mr. W. S. Cohen ‘he 
Divisional Officer for the London and 8. E. district), and others concerned. 
It may be that the Jewish Board of Guardians may find itself 
helped to some extent by the presence of an agency whicl will 
facilitate the obtaining of employment; while some of the Jewish 
tailors who have suffered by the removal of their trade to the country may 
possibly be assisted to obtain employment in the new trade centres, 
though, of course, we are aware of the additional difficulties which are said 
to exist in this connection. The hint thrown out by Mr. Cohen as to a 
possible co-operation between the new Advisory Committee which is to be 
formed and the Apprenticeship Committee of the Board of Guardians will

be cordially welcomed ; and, indeed, it is to be hoped that every possible 


opportanity will be embraced by our communal organisations of taking 
advantage of the new Exchanges.

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sYMPTOMS AND SIGNS. 


AN ANTI-SEMITIC SHADOW?

ir was Lord Chesterfield who, when reminded of the ancient proverb 
abou! being bound to eat a peck of dirt before we dic, observed that he 
hal a) eftimes noticed that if looked Ss if we were expected to eat the 
ghole peck at one mouthfal, It is inevitable that in a community like ours 


there shall from time to time appear symptoms and signs of 


Symptoms the passing of the old and the ushering in of the new. The 
and Signs. passing of the old spirit, the old custom, the old habit, the 


old idea, and the ushering in of the new to take the place of 
‘hat which has gone or is departing. But there seems to be just now a 
plethora of the symptoms and the signs: wherever we turn, our 
attention is arrested by some incident, some movement, some proposition, 
which whatever may be said about it, has at least this unmistakable 
characteristic, that it gives proof of the passing away of the old and the 
yshering inof thenew. Berkeley Street Synagogue, for instance, at last, 
after years of sleep—* yet a little sleep, yet a little slumber ” —has apparently 
heen compelled to wake to the fact that it is a Reform Congregation and 
that “ Reform” fifty years old is very stale goods. To be sure, the proposi- 
tions set forth as capable of justifying the congregation in its title are of 
the mildest. One out of the three specifics has been long an adjunct 
of “Orthodox” Synagogues. Another was for some time tried at 
an Orthodox Synagogue, and even the non-separation of the sexes 
during service has, I am credibly informed, not been always insisted 
upon when the worshippers formed the choir. Do you know that delightful 
story which is told of the Rev. A. A. Green ? Hanppstead has men and women 
in the choir. “I hope, Mr. Green, you see that the men and the women in 
the choir do not sit together!” the Chief Rabbi is said to have exclaimed 
“Don’t you be afraid Dr.,” is the reply credited to Mr. Green, “they don't 
even sing together!” Si non e vero! - « The admixture of the 
sexes in public worship is not essentially a Christian custom. 
There «re many churches now where men and women are separated 
as in the synagogue, Nor is the separation of the sexes essentially 
Jewish. Quakers and Quakeresses worship apart. Tertullian says that 
the Christians in his day assembled honesta utriusque sexus distinctione. In 
the reign of the last Edward before the present King, Catholic men used to 
sit near the door of their churches during prayer time, so that they might 
be ready for defence against persecuting intruders, and the same happened 
in the reign of Mary in Protestant places of worship. So that it cannot be 


said that the sitting together of men and women in the synagogue would be 
*Chokas Hagoyim.”’ 


; Everyone knows that the present arrangement of the sexes in synagogue 
sin itself an evolution, Originally there were separate synagogues for men 
and separate Synagogues for women, and this custom prevails to-day in 
many places in Russia and the East. Then men and women were allowed to 
worship at the same shrine, but the women's portion was closely latticed, 
mostly in a gallery, so that they could hear, but could not be seen. The 
“Grille in the House of Commons is a good example of what was general in 
synagogues. Gradually the lattice became more and more open, till at last 
some bold, good architect omitted it altogether. At weadings in the most 
orthodox synagogues men and women are allowed to sit side by side in all 
parts of the building, and at popular marriages I have seen ladies occupying 
seaison the Almemar. Talking of marriages, the New York Times is respon- 
sible for the following. It says :— 

Prices of husbands in the New York Ghetto are advancing to the highes 
levels ever known, being an indication of the prosperity that is prevailing among 
the Jews, who number about 800,000 of New York's population. There are 5,000 
Schad: ans, Jewish marriage brokers, in New York, and they assert that the old 
scale of dowers no longer attracts the Hebrew young men into wedlock. A 
schadchan declares the common, uneducated man in business, at a salary of not 
more than £5 a week, can now reasonably expect to get £100 with his wife. 
Saloon- keeping ranks about the lowest of ail on the schadchan’s list, yet. only a 
week ago, @ young man, “two years out of Russia,” an assistant-barkeeper, 

refused even to look at a match with £200.” He expected £600. An ordinary 
college graduate now commands £400 with his bride. A medical, legal, or dental 
beginner, with no practice at all, can obtain £600 in the marriage market, while 
oné with an established business expects to receive anywhere from £1,200 to 
Ubrough the schadchan.

‘to the level they ought to be,” when, at the. same time, they are called 
upon to become a sort of auxiliary of the Jewish Board of Guardians 


and t engage in the details of charity administration. As for the 


kaowledge of the New Testament, the Jewish ministry will be best in a 
position to refute that book when they are most completely equipped 
with Jewish learning. They may master the Gospels to the last 
letter. Bat the knowledge will be useless to them as Jewish ministers 
if they have not previously mastered Jewish teaching at least as thoroughly. 
And the fault we find with the Committee's conclusions is that they will 
enable a Minister to be thoroughly conversant and efficient neither in one 
mor the other department of study. The Jewish ministry is suffering very 
largely to-day from the common ailment of impecuniosity. The pecuniary 
rewards of the pulpits—and even Jewish Ministers are entitled to live 
decently—are so poor that they rule out quite naturally a large section of 
usefal recruits. But if the ministry cannot hold out pecuniary attractions, 
those who control it ought to be careful not to limit its advantages in other 
alirections. Some men might be inclined to enter the profession in part out 
of love of Jewish learning and a desire to impart it to others. It is not wise to 
discourage such persons by unduly reducing their chances of study. Again, 
there might be Jews of the middle and upper classes who would be safficiently 
endowed with the goods of this world to be able to regard the question of 
emolument as a purely secondary matter. But if the ministry is to become 
an insufficiently educated body, certain to be labelled as such by the 
masses, the wealthy men from the university and secondary school might 
hesitate to join it and to risk being included in the general opprobrium. 
On the whole, the surest lines to follow will be the time-honoured ones of 
Jewish learning. If we cannot raise the financial standard of the 
ministerial profession, we can at least do our best to raise its intellectual 
standard. A Jewish ministry that has been enabled to acquire a real 
Jewish and general scholarship, while not neglecting its reasonable 
obligations in the philanthropic sphere, will enjoy an immense 
prestige and power for good among our people who even, where 
not themselves well-educated, appreciate with deep sincerity 
those who are. Such men might even attract those endow- 
ments from the pockets of the wealthy, the absence of which 
has been so unfortunate and so little creditable to many of the moneyed 
men in our midst. As it is, we can only say that the episode of the United 
Synagogue and Jews' College, which has now ended in the posting of the 
Committee’s conclusions to the College, will leave the problem of the 
Jewish ministry precisely where it was before. It settles nothing.

A race which has been allowed so 
small a space in the sun, and was permitted for centuries so rare and fitful 
a share in the governance of the world, might have been pardoned if its 
political powers had been completely sterilised. What we see, however, is 
that whetheras governors planted at adanger point of empire, as Ambassadors 
to foreign countries, or as members of Parliament and Ministers, the race 
is never deficient in men of first class ability. There are short-sighted 
Jews—admirers of every race but their own—who never tire of arguing 
that Jewry is incapable of national self-government. But experience 
shows that we have among us all the elements of a healthy and vigorous 
national life, whether civil or military. It would be interesting, indeed, 
to draw up a list of all the great Jews who have figured in the foreground 
of the world's activity during the last century.

AN ANTI-SEMITIC SHADOW?

i: was Lord Chesterfield who, when reminded of the ancient proverb

No-one assuredly will grudge to the Rey. Raphael Harris the rest which 
it is to be hoped his retirement will bring to him, after nearly a half- 
century's service to the Bayswater Synagogue. And, what service! Not 
alone is it well-nigh matchless in our community, bat I doubt whether any 

boly of men and women were ever better, more loyally, 
more devotedly served than has been the Bayswater 
Synagogue by its retiring minister. “ Retiring” did I 
say? Raphael Harris has been that from the day he was appointed 
in 1863. No man’s disposition could be more so. Bayswater was, 
indeed, fortunate in its selection of its trio of ministers into whose 
hands it so largely placed its fortanes as a synagogue. Dr. Hermanm 
Adler, Isaac Samuel and Raphael Harris have, each in their way, 
shown the community what public servants should be. Of the three, 
although “legally” he held the inferior position, it is not possible to say 
that Raphael Harris has not been throughout as a faithful friend of Bays- 
water, as an earnest and zealous official, the equal at least of the other two— 
and the Chief Rabbi and Mr. Samuel would vie with each other in being first 
to say so. Conscientious sincerity has been the note of Raphael Harris's 
life—religious in the true sense of the word, pious in its best meaning. As 
a Baal Koreh he has had few equals, and those who know him well tellme 
that this proficiency was the result of infinite pains taken to practise and 
practise again each week the Sedrah for the approaching Sabbath. Bays- 
water without Raphael Harris will seem indeed a strange place ; his voice, hiz- 
presence, his genial counsel, his sapient advice, will be sadly missed. And, 
in laying down his task so well, so amply, so nobly done, he carries with 
bim the thankful and grateful wishes of a great congregation— of the members . 
to-day of the synagogue with which he has been so long associated, of. all 
those who have ever been members, and of everyone in our community whe 
has ever been brought into contact with this excellent “server to the: 
Almighty.”

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Yesterday was the one hundredth anniversary of the birth of the famous 
Jewish author and poet, Ludwig August Frankl, who was by birth an 
Austrian. He died in 1894, 

According to Dr. Blochs Wochenschrift, Herr Samuel Hazai, the new 
Hungarian Minister of Landwebr, was a born Jew, the son of Adolf Kohn, of 
Erlau. He still bore the name of Kohn when he entered the Gymnasium, but 
after he had passed his examination he embraced Christianity and assumed 
the name of Hazai. 

To the intense annoyance of the Christian Socialists and the Clericals, 
the Town Council of Hohbenems, which is noted for its Liberal views, has 
named three streets after Jews. They are Sulzer Strasse, Branner Strasse 
and Steinbach. The famous cantor and composer of synagogue music in 
Vienna was a native of the provinces. Herr Marcus Brunner was the 
principal banker in Switzerland and a large landed proprietor in Hobenems, 
and his family are noted for their unsectarian philanthropy. Dr. M. Steinbach 
and his son, Dr. Simon. Steinbach, were the leading physicians in the 
Vorarlberg and Bodensee districts,

COPENHAGEN, January 25. 
THE CHIEF RABBI AND THE COMMUNITY. 

The conflict within the Jewish community in Copenhagen continues 
unabated, or rather it is approaching its climax. It has now transpired that 
the disagreement bet ween the Representative Board of the community and 
Dr. Lewenstein began almost immediately after his appointment, some seven 
years ago. There appears to have been several points with reference to 
which they were at variance, but it was more especially the confirmation, 
which in Denmark is compulsory, according to a Government decree, that 
vave trouble. Dr. Lewensteio, on his arrival in Denmark, knew nothing of 
this institution, and although he, of course, had to conform to the regalation,, 
insisted upon some minor matters which he himself had originated. 

In Denmark Christians can be married without having been confirmed, 
bat not so the Jews. Dr. Lewenstein, as stated, acquiesces io the confirma- 
tion ceremony, but he made certain conditions in connection, with the 
confirmation of Jewish children of mixed marriages. He maintains, according 
to ancient custom, that the children follow the mother and that children of 
a Christian mother are Christians until they have been duly received into 
the Jewish community. He does not, as do the representative Board, con- 
sider it sufficieot that the child should have been entered in the congrega- 
tional books of the community and that,in the case of boys, circumcision 
should have taken place. Dr, Lewenstein drew up a set of rules on the same 
lines as those that apply to the reception of adults into the Jewish com- 
munity; he thus insists upon the candidates submitting to the ceremonies 
belonging to this act, including the ritual baths, and he also requires the 
candidate to have resided for some time in a strietly orthodox Jewish home. 

The Representative Board do not think these conditions should be main- 
tained at the present period, and they hold that as the confirmation is no 
Jewish ceremony, and has nothing to do with Jewish rites, it is the duty of 
the Rabbi, as an official of the community, to confirm the children whom the 
Board enter for confirmation. 

There are a'so points about which Dr. Lewenstein and the representa- 
tive Board disagree, amongst them the prayer for the King and the celebra- 
tion of a Danish holiday, and the Board, as early as the end of 1907, applied 
to the Danish Ministry to cancel Dr. Lewenstein’s appointment, which the 
Ministry, under date of March 13th, 1908, refused to do. 

The matter has now again been brought before the Ministry, the Board 
having finally discharged Dr. Lewenstein and appointed Dr. Schornstein, 
Chief Rabbi. In spite of this Dr. Lewenstein preached in the synagogue on 
the last two Sabbaths without being in any way interfered with. 


January 31. 

No decision has yet been arrived at in this unusual and regrettable 
conflict and it is impossible to foresee how it will end. Dr. Lewenstein is 
preparing a very lengthy statement to the Ministry of Public Worship, in 
which he will show that be has in every respect acted in accordance with 
the lawof Moses. If the Minister decides against Dr. Lewenstein, that is, if 
he agrees to cancel the appointment in accordance with the request of the 
Representative Board, the matter, of course, ends there, but should the 
Minister not come to this decision, the question will become somewhat 
difficult ; perhaps it may be referred to the vote of the community by the 
Board resigning and seeking re-election. 

Dr. Lewenstein preached in the synagogue last Saturday, whilst Dr. 
Schornstein conducted the service, both offering up the prayer for the 
Danish Royal Family, which was the only irregularity resulting from the 
preseat peculiar position of affairs. 


Mr. Moses Melchior, unquestionably the most universally esteemed 
member of the Jewish community in Copenhagen, completed his eighty- 
fifth year last Friday, and received proofs of the popularity and 
respect he enjoys. Among the hundreds of telegrams received was one from 
the King. Mr. Melchior is the senior partner of one of the largest and 
oldest firms of colonial merchants in Copenhagen, and he is fond of talking, 
in his charming and modest way,of his long yoyages and extensive travels. 
He still takes a lixely interest in what goes on in the world, he likes to be 
present at public banquets and other important funetions, and his quiet 
unassuming appearance is always hailed with much satisfaction. He takes 
his brisk walk every morning, and does not like to to bed until he has 
answered all bis private letters—although last Friday he could not even 
manage to read them.

WHAT THE GOVERNMENT IS DOING,

Jews 
to decide for themselves, so as to be able to banish them when occasion 
demanded. The Emir of Bokhara and the Governor-General of Tarkestan 
are aiding the Jews in their endeavour to repeal the expulsion order, which 
would compel all the 32,000 to return to Bokhara and abandon Central 
Russia. The Chief Rabbi is perfectly willing to accept on behalf of the com- 
munity Russian citizenship as a price for receiving permission to stay in 
Russia. And still four Ministries (Finance, War, Commerce and Interior) 
are engaged on the problem as to whether admittedly useful inhabitants 
should be exiled or not.

JEWISH NAMES. 

The revision of the first names of the Jewish students at the Kieff 
University has brought about chaos. Scarcely a Jew was found to be using 
his registered name, and the authorities even declined to pass such names as 
“Abram” for“ Abraham.” Fifteen Jewish stodents were refused a transfer 
into the Kieff University on account of their first names, and the old students 
were ordered to alter their names, as soon as possible, or leave the institution. 

At Odessa, of the 1,200 Jewish voters in the first category over a half 
have been disfranchised. In addition to that, legal proceedings are being 
instituted against them for using the Russian equivalents to their first 
names. The Warsaw postal authorities have also begun to refuse the 
delivery of parcels and the payment of money orders to Jews, who are 
addressed by their Rossian first names. It is announced that the question 
raised by General Tolmatcheff has assumed such importance that it will be 
discussed by the Rabbinical Commission, which will assemble on loth March 


M. HILLERSON’S PROCESS. 

The Senate has rejected the appeal of advoeate Hillerson, sentenced to 
imprisonment in a fortress for one year for accusing the authorities of com- 
plicity in the Bielostok pogrom. The Government purposely sent his case to 
such a department of the Senate, wherce no other issue of the appeal could 
be expected. M. Hillerson did not even wish to send his counsel to the 
meeting of the Senators. He vielded, however, to the request of the Lawyers’ 
Association and sent bis representatives to the trial. 


RUSSIAN JEWS INSULTED.

acid, I beg you not to refuse to have the Hall of the St. Petersburg Nobility 
thoroughly disinfected, as yesterday, Saint Tatiana’s Day, the hall was 
polluted by the presence of Jewa, who assembled to celebrate their national 
musical evening. I deeply regret that the Hall of the Nobility is being 
included in the Jewish Pale... Reuter.

The Duty of Jewish Ministers. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir. —I was deeply interested in the arguments brought forward at the 
recent Conference of Jewish Ministers in London, and seeing that many of 
the discussions bore upon matters of considerable moment to Jews whose 
Judaism aspires towards any height of religious ambition, I am somewhat 
disappointed to note that the various essays have evoked no comment, but 
have evidently been Allowed to fall into oblivious disregard. . 

As one with the welfare and progress of my coreligionists deeply at heart, 
i venture to opine that the two factors operating most inimiecally upon the 
conservation of the old high standard of our faith are :—-(1) The increase of 
éntermarriage ; (2) violation of the Sabbath. These facts demand, | think, 
‘oar carnest consideration if we are to preserve the traditional dis- 
tinelaveness of our race, Cannot something be done to overcome these 
eundermining evils ? 

The Rev. G. J. Emanuel suggests lessons from the pulpit, and whilst I am 
agreed that this may be a move in the right direction, 1, nevertheless, fear 
the course is inadequate to bring about a radical remedy. My view impels 
me to the opipion that our ministry is to a large extent responsible for this 
woeful lack of the staunchness and solidity which characterised our forefathers, 
in that they do not efliciently discharge the duties their appointment 
‘demands of them. Our so-called “leaders” appear to be satisfied in the 
waain if they grace our services with their presence, and deliver to the 
worshippers their more or less carefully prepared orations. With this 
they apparently content themselves, but do they think their hearers are so 
imbued with textual commentaries, however vividly elaborated, that no 
further religious exertion or influence is needed? What is there for 
example, | would ask, in our great city of Manchester—second only to 
London from the point of view of Jewish population—to infuse enthusiasm 
into the hearts of our growing boys and girls? Why is there not an 
organisation having for its object the desire to disseminate a knowledge of 
Jewish History, or even to discuss the origin of the laws we obey apper- 
taining to the mode of existence peculiar to ourselves? Further, why do 
not our Ministers seek to acquaint themselves more intimately with their 
congregants ? It is entirely insufficient to attend functions in connection 
with births, marriages and deaths only. Is it not their duty to interest 
themselves in the day-to-day matters of their flock—a practice pretty 
universally adopted by their Christian confreres ? 

[ certainly consider that by a more unfailing exercise of their reli- 
gious influence, our Jewish Ministry could to a very large extent minimise 
the danger to which, it is stated—and not without fanndation—we are 
ex posing ourselves. 


Respecting the formation of an institution or society for the advance- | 


ment and diffusion of religious knowledge amongst adults, were such a 
movement to be started in Manchester, I would be most happy to take an 
active partand to lend all assistance and support in my power. 

As the father of a family myself, and a thirty-six years resident of this 
city, I would be glad to hear the views of others of your readers who look 
upon this subject as | do—one of urgent importance, calling for a definite 
course of action without delay.

The Jewish Amateur Dramatic and 
Literary Societies of Birmingham. 


SOME REMINISCENCES. 


By E. LAWRENCE LEVY. 

When I eame to Birmingham, over forty years ago, as assistant master at 
the Birmingham Hebrew Schools, I had already been burnt by the feu sacre 
of amateur theatricals. For at Gravesend Tivoli House Academy | had pro- 
duced a performance of “ La Sonnambula,” Bellini’s tuneful opera being given 
by a company of youngsters, assisted by the daughters of the principal of 
the Academy, the late Mr. H. Berkowitz, and myself as Count Rodolpho. 
The modest stipend I enjoyed at the Birmingham Hebrew Schools had to be 
supplemented, and I had a vast field of private tuition for Hebrew, 
“coaching” for the Grammar School, ete. My private pupils became the 
lirst victims of my amateur dramatic fanaticism. In 1871, we formed a combina- 
tion called “The Juvenile Society of Friends.” Although dramatic in its 
inception, we were not averse to a mild divergence into other fields. My 
athletic predilections were communicated to my pupils, with the result 
that we had amateur theatrical rehearsals, with intervals _for 
fencing and boxing. It was at the Purim of 1872 that my Society 
nade its début. We gave our first performance in the unpretentious 
Assembly Room at Guarrino’s in Holloway Head, Birmingham. The pro- 
gramme was divided into two parts. Part 1., a miscellaneous entertainment, 
and Part Il, a burlesque on the historical episodes of Purim. The date was 
March 26th, 1872. Among those who assisted at this first performance in 
Birmingham, and, I believe, provincial Jewry, were some whose identity 
“ith the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation to-day attests that our society 
did not undermine their sense of communal responsibility. Among the 
inembers of the company were “ Master” S. M. Levi, now the most energetic 
and hard-working of the community's honorary officials, a gentleman who has 
filled every communal office and enjoyed ever possible recognition from a 
grateful congregation. “ Master” Benjamin Nathan made his first appear- 
ance at this performance; how he blossomed forth later into the profession 
| need not here repeat. ‘“ Master” George Nathan is now the Treasurer of 
the Birmingham Philanthropic Society, and is on the Council of the congre- 
gation, “ Master” F, Harvey Samuel has won congregational place and 
esteem in London. For five years the young histrions performed ander the 
old name and gave handsome donations, as the results of “the gate at 
their performances, to the local charities, ¢.g., 
Queen's Hospital, etc. The society became later the Philo Dramatic Club, 
and many new names were added to the roli of members; these included the 
then familiar local ones of Spiers, Aaron, Lowthime, Greenberg, Davis, 
Joseph and Sytner.

The dramatic fare, which for the first few performances ‘emanated from — 


my pen, was now not sufficient for the virile digestion of the adolescent 
amateurs, and the plays of W.S. Gilbert, H. J. Byron, etc., were drawn upon, 
as well as the burlesques of the day. But there was a yearning for some- 
thing bigher, and it was an easy transition from the dramatic stage to the 
literary and debating arena. Then it was that the Alliance Literary and 
Debating Society was started. This was a society of no little local distine- 
tion. It was governed by the members of the old dramatic organisation 
with a strong infusion of new blood. Nor was its membership 
restricted to Jewry. Some notable young Christians were enrolled, and 
gave the society a position of importance in the local literary and debating 
world. Into the society young men like Messrs. David Davis, 8. M. Levi, 
Leopold Greenberg, the brothers Creamer, the cousins Ben and George 
Nathan, ete., threw all their vigour and enthusiasm. The non-Jewish section 
was led by that brilliant journalist, Mr. W. B. Vince, who paid the penalty 
lor the possession of the favours of the gods by an all-too-earl¥ death. 

_ The lecturers to the society were men of the ealibre of the late Mr. Sam 
Timmins, a Midland literary giant, one of the greatest authorities on Shake- 
speare and Byron, the late Mr. John Henry Chamberlain, one of the rarest 
spiritsand most genial of gentlemen, the late Mr. Lawson Tait (what a grand 
lecture he gave on “ The Three Great Poets—Horace, Burns and Beranger !’’), 
Dr. E. Malins (still living, and he lectured on “ Marriages of Consanguinity ”) 
and the Rev. John Cookson, a Nonconformist Minister of fine fighting power. 
Then there -was the diminutive but dogmatic barrister, Jesse Herbert, who 
addressed the members on “ Public Speaking,” and did them good service too. 

Ladies took a prominent part in the work of the society, giving papers 
and assisting in debates. But the “ Alliance” gradually melted away ; sundry 
disintegrating influences entered and performed their destroying work 
effectively. When the “Alliance” went under, a dramatic society arose 
once more under another name, but with “the old firm” still governing it. 
it took the name of the “ New Amateur Dramatic Society,” and the “ Nads,” 
as the society was mnemonically termed, enjoyed the distinction of being 
the first amateur dramatic society to open the Egbaston Assembly Rooms, a 
building which soon usurped the function performed for so many years by 
the Royal Hotel. Concurrent with the Philo Dramatic Society above 
referred to was “ The Thalia,” a dramatic society run by Egbastonian Jewry. 
It had a comparatively short life, but a merry one, and when it disappeared, 
after some admirable entertainments, its scenery and effects were transferred 
for a mere song to the fitter survivor. 

_ Qur young men and young women were now getting on and going off. 
Getting on in years and going off into the married state. It was nota very 
easy task to maintain the standard of the histrionic reputation of the society, 
and the New Amateur Dramatic Society flickered, twinkled and died out, its 
last act being a gracefal one, viz., a tribute to its President, the late Mr. 
Ellis Nathan. 

Then came a hiatus. But it could not last long. The Birmingham Jewish 
Young Men's Association rose, phonix-like, out of the ashes of the old 
organisations. The new association owed nothing to Edgbastonia, and was 
started among the “ fierce (young) democracy” of the community, who had 
determined to have a local habitation wherein to let off their exuberant 
oratory, indulge in their literary flights and enjoy social amenities. 
Funds did not permit the engagement of premises at hotels or assembly 
rooms, and so the rendezvous in the early days of the association was 
at the Hebrew Schools, kindly lent to the new venture by the Council. 
Some of “ the boys of the old brigade’ were still available, and they gladly 
identified themselves with the Birmingham Jewish Young Men's Associa- 
tion. Mr. Ben Nathan was among the first to come down, and with bim came 
some of the brightest and best of the Birmingham Junior Liberal Club, 
including the meteoric, but prematurely deceased, Bob Brideut. The society 
flourished so in its new quarters that it soon migrated to the Colonnade Hotel, 
where it initiated and developed the inter-club debates with London and the 
Provincial Jewish Literary Societies, with “out and home” discussions. 
From the Colonnade to the Grand Hotel, thence to the Imperial (formerly 
the Acorn.) There are likely still surviving many of the old genera- 
tions who attended the recent celebration of the twenty-first anniver- 
sary of the Birmingham Jewish Young Men's Association’s existence 
and who, when they cheered the toast of the Association, turned their minds 
hack wistfally to the brave days of old in “ good old Birmingham,” when we 
were not as numerically strong as we are to-day, but were in all probability 
a more united and a happier family.

OBITUARY. 
Herr MORITZ WARBURG, Hamburg. 
[From Our Correspondent | 
HAMBURG, January 31. 


The senior partner of the banking house M. M. Warburg and Co.. Herr 
Mority Warburg, died suddenly on Saturday at the age of 72. His loss will be 
ceen|y felt not only by the members of the family but by a wide circle of 


friends, and especially by the Jewish community of this city. Possessed of 
keen business instincts, he combined with them a lofty outlook, an 
rreproachable integrity and a charitable disposition. For many vears Herr 


Warburg was President of the Hamburg Jewish Orphan Asylum, of the Talmud 
Toral School, and was President of the Community. On the occasion of his 
70th birthday he and his sons gave large sums for the erection of a new 
building of the Talmud Torah School which is being erected in a more salu- 
brious uarter of the city. The deceased had been at the head of bis firm 
for over 50 years, and was connected till recently with several important 
conmercial andertakings, among others with the London and Hanseatic Bank. 
He took a great interest in scientific and artistic matters. He was a member 
of the Committee of the Philharmonic Society, a founder of the Hamburg 
Science Institute, and was connected with a number of institutious of a 
like nature. His death was quite unexpected. On the nicht before he, had 
been in high spirits in the company of his family, and on the following 
day proposed to journey to Cannes. 

The faneral took place to-day. Hundreds of persons assembled at the 
house of the deceased, where a funeral oration was delivered by Rabbiner 
Dr. Nobel. The Senate and Chamber of Commerce wére represented, and 
mong the other distinguished citizens present was Herr Ballin, Director- 
General of the Hambarg America Line,

By the death of Mr. Jacob Kempner, which took place last Monday, at 
his residence in Brighton, the South Hackney Synagogue has lost one 
ot its oldest members: The deceased was closely identified with the 
synagogue, whith he helped to found, for more than twenty years, and at one 
‘time occupied the position of Financial Representative. Mr. Kempner was 
widely respected in Hackney for his unassuming character and courteous 
disposition as well for his high attainments and Hebrew scholarship.

THE JEWS’ COLLEGE REPORT. 


Mr. A. H. Jesset, K.C., presented the report on Jews’ College, which was 
summarised in our last issue. He said he was tempted to lay the report on 
the table and leave it to be discussed, as he felt that any observations with 
which he might trouble the Couacil would be really in the nature of repeti- 
tion of what was fully stated in the report. He desired to remind the 
Council of the circumstances in which the report came to be issued. The 
Council had from time to time been subjected to discussion on the question 
of Jews’ College, the affairs of which, it was said, were not wholly satis- 
factory. At the earnest request of the indefatigable Treasurer of the 
College, Mr. Adolph Tuck, and contrary to the opinion of a great number of 
members of the Council, who had qualms about one communal institution 
criticising another, a Committee was appointed in July, 1907,“ to examine 
and report upon the question of whether, and if so what, contribution should 
be given to Jews’ College by the Council of the United Synagogue.” The 
somewhat 


CuRIOUS FORM OF THE REFERENCE 


was due to the fact that Mr. Tuck had suggested that the United Synagogue 
should make an increased grant to the College. The Committee was 
formed and included two representatives of the Council of the College, 
Mr. Tuck and Mr, Stephen Hyam. Numbers of meetings were called, 
and a great deal of evidence was taken. Then came the task of formulating 
the report. That duty had devolved upon him as Chairman of the Committee. 
it had seemed to him that the College was in need of very drastic reorganisa- 
tion, and his difficulty had been to put forward a report that would prove 
satisfactory to the gentlemen of the College and also be productive of some 
good result. The report was drafted,and as it now stood it was by no 
means identical with its original shape. They had bad a great deal of 
discussion on the form of the report, and Mr. Tuck had been indefatigable in 


TONING Down 
its conclusions, and even then dissented from some of the conclusions at 
which the Committee had arrived, but not in regard to matters of very grave 
importance. As the Council would see from the report, the Committee had 


been received with the greatest courtesy by the officials § of 
Jews’ College, who had treated the Committee with the greatest 
candour. They had had the advantage of the attendance of the 
Chief Rabbi and Biichler and many members of the 


ministry who had been pupils of the institution. Without criticising the 
past or going into it at all, there was no doubt that the College required 
“tuning up.” He thought they ought to recognise that the Council of the 
College had in their present head obtained a gentleman of most extraordinary 
energy and knowledge, and a man determined to make the College an educa- 
tional institution of the highest position, if he could get the material and the 
support. Everybody who knew Dr. Biichler knew his 


POWERFUL PERSONALITY. 


Possibly it was too powerful for the Committee of the College. (No! No!) 
It was necessary to bear in mind that the Committee of Enquiry had had to 


investigate matters from the point of view of the United Synagogue. What — 


they had had to do was not to enter into a roving commission, bat to enquire 
how far the College was of service to the United Synagogue and whether the 
gentlemen turned out of Jews’ College were précisely the type of which 
they were in need; and they had had to see whether the contribution of the 
United Synagogue was really being spent in the best possible way. That 
involved considerable enquiry into a matter of the greatest importance to 


THE POSITION OF THE MINISTRY 


in the community. Jews’ College had been founded for the education of 
Ministers, Readers and Teachers. So far as concerned the United Synagogue, 
_ Ministers only were sapplied. Jews’ College did not go in for teaching 
Readers. He was totally averse to the contrast which was drawn between 
the position of Reader and that of Minister. (Hear, hear.) He would like 
to see Ministers capable of reading, and Readers capable of ministering to 
the needs of the commanity. (Hear, hear.) They required a man to read 
the prayers who had a good voice. A good intonation added not only to the 
attractiveness, but to the reverence and solemnity of the service. It seemed 
to him that they could find men with voices who could be trained in the 
duties of Ministers. The ideal the community ought to set before it was to 


ABOLISH THE DISTINCTION 


between the Minister and Reader, which was productive of a great deal of 
ill-feeling. He drew attention to the figures given in the report as to the 
number of students and the cost| of their training. He thought that the 
whole system of recruiting for the college was at fault. It was an entirely 
wrong method to start with little boys. They should take youths of fifteen, 
sixteen or seventeen, send them to a college, where they could specialise in 
Semitics, and get a proper Jewish training and general training at the same 
time. They would thus produce much more the type of man of which the 
community was in need, an educated man both in point of general culture 


and Hebrew culture. Of course, it was no use 
LEGISLATING IN THE AIR, \ 


The best thing that could happen to Jews’ College was to shut it up and 
start an inetitution of an entirely different kind. t they could not discuss 


theories at the presént time. They had to take Jews’ College as it Nisted 
and see the best that could be done. He referred to the leakages ¢\)q; took 
place and the consequent waste, and again criticised the policy of admittj 
small boys rather than older lads able to appreciate and unders: ind th 
responsibility of the task they were undertaking. He urged that th: heads 
of Jewish schools should be consulted as to likely students and that 
the College authorities should get into touch with them. On the average 
the United Synagogue obtained one Minister a year from the College, so that 
they were paying £200 a year for one student. He pointed out tha; the 
conclusions at which the Committee had arrived were based on the re‘uire- 
ments of the community in regard to the Ministry. He did not thi)! thowe 
requirements would be disputed. As set forth in the report they were .— 

l. To preach efficiently. 

2. To teach Hebrew and Religion. 
4. To read the prayers, including the Law, with proper intonation.

There was no method of controversy so much trusted as to set cut an

But there was a level of scholarship which for practical purposes i: was 
unnecessary for the student of Jews’ College to attain. There was a stage 
of Rabbinical culture at which it became so advanced as not to be under.

men who claimed the title of being the most learned expressed dissent, 


(Laughter.) But there was a scholarship whieh for practical purposes was 
useless. One was inclined to generalise from one’s own experience. Hie sat 
under Dr. Gollancz. He used the phrase “sat under,’ because if Dr. 
Gollanez were a a little taller and

upon him would devolve the privilege of catching him. (Laughter. If that 


learned gentleman were to give the ordinary mortals constituting his con- 
gregation the fall benefit of his Hebrew knowledge there was hardly anybody 
who would understand him, ‘ In justice to Dr. Gollancz, he was bown: to say 
that he had not given them the full benefit of his Hebrew knowledge. 
(Laughter.) He thought himself that there were other branches of knowledge 
to which insufficient attention was directed. Lately a book had been pub- 
lished on the Synoptic Gospels. He did not think there was any member of 
the ministry with the same grasp and critical power as the writer, but apart 
from that they had not got the knowledge. It was important that the 
ministers should possess a considerable 


KNOWLEDGE OF THE New TESTAMENT. 


Their congregants knew something about it. It was useless to ignore its 
existence, and if they lost their attachment to Judaism it would be through 
the New Testament'they did so. (No! No!) To his mind it was most 
essential that the ministers should be able to combat influences of that 
kind, but he did not think they could doit. They could not write a book. 
(Question! The Overseers do not give them time!) Neither in critical 
knowledge nor in general knowledge were the ministers up to the leve! they 
ought to be. They preached charity sermons, bat he did not think they had 
much practical knowledge of the condition of the poor. 


IN THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND 


they had a man who was appointed on the Poor Law Commission, the Rev. 
Russell Wakefield, one of the signatories of the famous minority report. 
He did not find Jewish ministers of such general education as would «ualify 
them for a post of that kind. He would like them to have practical 
experience of the poor and theoretical knowledge of social questions. tlow 
had the Chief Rabbi obtained the respect of the world at large? Because 
he was recognised by the people of England as being a man who did for his 
community what the higher functionaries of the Church did for theirs, That 
was why he had achieved his personal position and that was what he would 
like the Jewish clergy to attain. He would like them to be as respected as 
the ministers of the Church of England. They could not achieve that 
position unless they were given a wide amount of general culture., (And : 
big salary!) They could get the position in spite of the fact that they 
received a small salary. The Jewish clergy were always talking about their 


status. He would like them to assimilate it to that of the clergy of the 
Church of England. To do that they must stop taking in little boys. The

Apart from the announce- 
ments which appeared periodically, when fresh selections of pupils were 
made, the existence of the yearly clection of pupils for Jews’ Collece was 
perfe ‘ly well knaown among the parents desirous that their sons 
shou! » -ome Ministers. The fact that the middle and upper classes would 
vot familiarise themselves with the idea of having one of their sons trained 


for the Ministry was due to the insufliciency of the ultimate emoluments. 
if the financial attractions of the Ministry were increased, the sapply of 
cudents would undeniably increase, and the standard of that supply would 
‘mprove. He dissented from the allegation that the authorities of the College 
did no! appreciate the importance of ceneral culture. TheCouneil of the College 
no less than the teaching-stafl, headed by Dr. Biichler, one of the most able, 
most cultured, and most cooscientious of men filling a like position in any 
part of the world, appreciated to the full the absolute necessity for the pos- 
gasion of general cultare by the ministers. Recently, the services of 
another English teacher had been secared for the Preparatory Class, while 
the students had every opportunity afforded them to come up to the require- 
ments of London Uaiversity, which awarded them their degrees. He drew 
attention to the new scheme of sending young pupils to secondary schools, 
and said that if, at the end of the four years’ trial period it proved a success, 
this method would be substituted for the Preparatory Class. It was not a 
fact that there was no tatorial supervision, as Dr. Biichler had made it per- 
fectly clear to every student of the College that he was anxious to act as 
heir 

GUIDE, COUNSELLOR AND FRIEND, 

as well as their teacher; and his success in securing the sympathies of the 
students, who were quite enthusiastic about their new Principal, was quite 
marked. It was antrue that the students were not taught to read the Law and 
the services. The point really was that there was mo time available for the 
memorising of the Pentateuch which would come later with practice. He 
strongly criticised the passages in the report dealing with the contribution 
of the United Synagogue to Jews’ College. If the College were not in 
e\istence to provide ministers, the United Synagogue would be compelled to 
establish such an institution. He calculated that the cost of training the 
ministers already supplied by the College to the United Synagogue was 
£18,000, and the United Synagogue had contributed only £4,900. The sum of £750 
a year Was the minimum grant which the United Synagogue should make to the 
College. He contended that the grant should be independent of the condi- 
tion of the finances of the United Synagogue, as no further economy in the 
administration of the College was possible. In conclusion, he expressed his 
thanks to Mr. Jessel for the courteous and dignified manner in which he had 
presided over the meetings of the Committee and for the time and care he 
had bestowed on the report. 

Dr. A..EICHHOLZ said that the Council of Jews’ College invited and 
welcomed suggestions, which they would always be glad to consider. But 
they must be satisfied that it was desirable before they could act on it. 
The Committee had taken two-and-a-half years before presenting its report 
—longer than any Royal Commission or Inter-Departmental Committee would 
be allowed to take. They were giving the Council a report based on informa- 
fion taken as long ago as eighteen months. During the two-and-a-half years, 
the Council had been engaged in re-constituting the College root and stock. 
The question of leakage had been raised. They all deplored the leakage, 
and were constantly working at trying to devise some new method of 
prevention. Bat it must be remembered that there was leakage in every 
profession. When he was engaged in tutorial work at Cambridge, of every 
thirty medical stadents there was a leakage of twenty by the time they 
came out. Jews’ College was likely to show a greater proportion being a 
smali institution. But every post which the United Synagogue offered, the 
College could fill. If the United Synagogue offered more posts the 
College could fill them. But what middle-class parent was going 
© let his son enter a calling which promised a _ remuneration 
of £200 « year? (Hear, hear.) They had no right to offer careers 
to their children like that. What the people of the College felt 
seriously about was the question of “culture.” Of the Council of Jews’ 
College seventeen were members of Universities, ten belonging to 
Oxford snd Cambridge. Were these men likely to withhold general culture 
from their fellow-men ? He had yet to learn that the history and poetry and 
literature of the Jewish race did not afford a basis of culture. 
‘Hear, hear.) He would not regret it if such a book as that 
on the Synoptic Gospels had not been written by a Jew. It was 
bot the purpose of Jews’ College to train Ministers who could enable 
their congregants to absorb Christian teaching. It was not fair to compare 
the Jewish Ministry with that of the Church of England. He had travelled 
over a hundred miles to attend that meeting, and had left a country rectory 
where the Rector was absolutely supreme ; his influence was tremendous. 

he English ecclesiastical system had grown up with the nation. The 
ewish community had no power to put their Ministers ina like position.

When members of synagogues required advice, how 
inany of them could go to their Ministers and be satistied that they had the 
necessary knowledge to give them a solution. The basis of Jewish commanal 
life must be Jewish scholarship. They must be Jews first, and Jewish 
culture presupposed general calture. It was quite unnecessary to prate 
Charity was part and parcel of Judaism: (Cheers.) 
Mr. Ernest Lesser in seconding the amendment criticised the report 


because it had been written solely from the narrow United Synagogue point 


of view and ignored the wider interests of the community. 

Mr. Fevix A. DAVIS complained that the Committee had been treated with 
scant courtesy. He emphasised the fact that the enquiry had been invited 
by Jews’ College. The Council should not criticise conclusions based on 
evidence which they had not heard but which the Committee had had before 
He dealt in detail with the complaints made against the report, and 
said that the conclusions were the logical outcome of the desiderata upon 
which they had been premised. 

J. SNOWMAN moved the adjournment of the debate, but the motion 
was lost. 

Mr. 8. Moses thought it impertinent on the part of the Committee to 
make the recommendations it had. 

Mr. A. H. Jessen, K.C., replied on the debate, and a vote was taken on the 
amendment, which was lost by 31 to 23. 

The conclusions were then adopted. 

A motion by Mr. JESSEL to the effect that the grant to the College should 
be continued as at present was carried, but a motion to send the resolution 
to Jews’ College was negatived. . 

Mr. JESSeL moved that the report should be sent to the College. 

Mr. Lupwic BENJAMIN moved and Mr. ERNest LESSER seconded an 
amendment that the paragraph relating to general culture be excised. This 
was carried, 

On the motion that the remainder of the report. be sent, Mr. M. DuPARC 
moved and Mr, M. Ersr&in seconded that only the conclusions (with the 
exception of that asking for annual reports) be sent. 

This was carried by 28 to 16.

Repairs at various synagogues were sanctioned. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN, 
Mr. Geo, M. Lazarus and Mr. Frank D. Benjamin were elected respresenta- 
tives of the Council on the Board of Guardians.

The United Synagogue and Jews’ College. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srr,—I think everybody will welcome the report of the Special Committee 
of the United Synagogue on Jews’ College, for it is the reductio ad absurdum 
of our present system under which the power of the purse reigns supreme, 
Zangwill says in one of his books—1l am «quoting from memory —that the 
United Synagogue is a body looking after the finances of English Judaism 
long after the latter has ceased to exist, and I-feel quite sure that this 
report or rather the execution of the scheme recommended will do its best 
to bring Judaism in England to a premature end. 

Is it not of imperative necessity for a-Jewish Minister to understand 
absolutely on every question of life what the Jewish point of viewis ? How, 
lask the members of this Committee, can this be brought about when the 
greater or greatest part ofthe curriculum has to be given up totraining in 
parochial work ‘and “to aid the routine administrative work of the 
congregation’ under which, | suppose, book-keeping, auditing, etc., is 
meant ? 

It will not be out of place to refer to an advertisement of the American 
Seminary in last week's Israelit to fill the vacancy left by the death of 
Dr. Asher, of New York, (the advertisement does not appear in the Anglo- 
Jewish Press, this is noteworthy bat not surprising) where special emphasis 
is laid on the candidate having the Rabbinical Diploma from an orthodox 
authority. Compare with this the statement in the report: “Not that 
learning is despised. It is not.” What a great admission! The ordinary 
reader would surely take this as the opinion of the Committee unless it had 
been specially stated. 

How can a minister preach a sermon—lI beg your pardon, “a simple 
sermon "’—* which touches the heart and is spiritually and morally to help 
the congregation ” if not the utmost importance and time is given during the 
minister's training to the study of Jewish learning and Jewish literature, 
abounding, as it does, in moral and spiritual inspiration ? 

“ The community looks for many social qualities in its ministers which 
can rarely be produced except by training, taet, good temper, the habit of 
self-repression and the habit of command. Academie distinction is not every- 
thing. . . . The congregation will not grudge” (sic!) “the minister the 
time he spends in his studies .. "and so on ad nauseam. 

Apparently achievements are not required, accomplishments only social. 

It now remains for the Council of Jews’ College to inform the community 
whether the Philistines are above them or beneath them.

Srrk,—It often has happened that words of wisdom have fallen from the 
lips ofa jester. In this capacity | have the boldness to believe that I can 
solve the difficulties in connection with Jews’ College and the United 


Synagogue. The following are my suggestions :— 
(1.) Abolish the preparatory class and send the junior students to 


secondary schools, where they are likely to receive a “wide secular 
education,” ete., etc. 

(2.) Make it imperative that on Sundays from 9 to 10 these junior 
students attend at the offices of the Board of Guardians and receive instrue- 
tion from the Secretary and his subordinates how to dole out charity, how 
to discriminate between deserving cases and impostors, ete., ete. 

(3.) From 1030 to 12 30 the junior students should be required to attend 
Sunday religion classes, where they would obtain “ A knowledge of Hebrew 
and religion.” After having gone through the whole curriculum, they 
would be able “to teach Hebrew and religion, to read the prayers, including 
the Law, with proper intonation.” 

(4.) When the “ knowledge of Hebrew and religion ” has been acquired 
at the Sunday Keligion Classes, and they are “seventeen or so,” they might 
offer themselves to preach or lecture to the Christians at their places of 
worship about Jewish beliefs. (Vide recommendation 3). Christians would 
be glad to permit them this useful exercise for the possibility of conversion 
is not very distant. According as efficiency is shown in this last accom- 
plishment, the most important vacancies should be filled by such senior 
students. Even the position of Chief Rabbi should not be excluded from 
their outlook. 

It will be seen that all the recommendations contained in the report are 
provided for by my plan. |

Naturally, there is nothing new in these declarations. But made as thi 
were in Oxford, before a great and approving assembly of the leading mey 
of the University, they have anew importance. The whole occasion was 4 
sign of the times. And, whatever the view of readers of this column on the 
subject at issue, it must be clear that those Jews who—face to face wit!) such 
convictions as Dr. Driver represents -are seeking to found Judaism on a tirm 
rational basis, are not enemies but friends to the religion and life of Isravl. 

The Jewish Historical Society. 

The current session, under the Presidency of Dr. 8. A. Hirsch, bids fir 
to contribute a good crop of valuable papers.

Dr. Duschinsky will deal with Joseph Kimchi—a curious 
chapter in the Anglo-Jewish polemics of the 18th century. The Rev. s. Levy 
and Mr. I. Abrahams will collaborate in a biographical sketch of Sir Robert 
Grant, the pioneer of the English Parliamentary emancipation of the Jews. 

Some New Publications. 


Dr. V. Aptowitzer reprints from the Reports of the Imperial Academy 
of Sciences in Vienna his study on the relations between the Syrian Law 
Books and Mosaic Talmudic Law (“Die syrischen Rechtsbiicher und di; 
mosaisch-talmudische Recht"). It is published by Hélder, of Vienna. 

Dr. Brann continues the History of the Jews in Silesia as far as the end 
of the 16th century in his essay prefixed to the new Jahresbericht of the 
Breslau Seminary. 

The new number of the Z.A.T.W. (formerly Stade’s now Marti's) contains 
two articles from writers who are domiciled in London. One is by B. Halper 
on “The Participial Formations of the Geminate Verbs”; the other is b) 
A. Biichler on the translation of 8 by “skin” in Micah, ii., 8. Besides 
these articles, there are papers by H. Gressmann on the Patriarchal stories ; 
by A. Boissier on Nimrod and the Nephilim ; by K. Budde on Amos, i., 2 ; by 
M. Képpel on the Hiphil of Ov ; by F. Schulthess on the etymology of 0" 
and MBX; by S. Klein on Rama in Jerome ; and notes by various scholars. 
There is a Bibliography by the editor. 

“The usefulness of focussing light from many sides upon the truths 
revealed by the God of Israel,” is justly asserted by the Rev. B. H. Alford for 
his volume on “Old Testament History and Literature”’ (Longmans, pric: 
5s. net). A fine spirit pervades the book. Mr. Alford does not disdain to 
consult the writings of Jews. ‘* Noone who would go to the fountain-head oa" 
neglect what Mr. C. G. Montefiore in his * Bible for Home Reading’ has to sa) 
about the literature of his own people.” The book is one of the best intro- 
ductions to the study of the Bible on modern lines. It is wonderfully lucii, 
and is written in an attractive style. It is full of original remarks. David 
sinned and Nathan told him the parable of the Ewe Lamb. “A prophet is one 
who discerns the moral side of events, and predicts that evil must follow 
guilt; he is, moreover,a man of spiritual tact, and would rather a sinner 
should judge himself than have the office done for him.” This last sentence 
is a first-rate instance of penetration.

JEWS AND THE LABOUR EXCHANGES. 


THE WHITECHAPEL BRANCH. 


INTERVIEW WITH THE DIVISIONAL OFFICER 
FOR THE LONDON AND SOUTH-EASTERN DISTRICT. 


Last Tuesday the system of Labour Exchanges, by which something is 
expected to be done to facilitate the bringing of work to the workers, was 
formally inaugurated, A branch was opened in the East End, with two 
entrances, onein Whitechapel Road, for women, and the other in Commercial 
Read, for men. A correspondent who called at the Exchange at half-past 
eleven on Tuesday morning—some three-and-a-half hours after the opening— 
expected to see some outward evidence of the fact that the branch was 
situated in a Jewish quarter—some Yiddish bills or notices, for instance. 
But nothing of the kind met his gaze. A _ large and somewhat 
noisy crowd of unemployed thronged the offices. But there 
seemed to be few Jewish faces among them; and, as a matter 
of fact, one of the officials stated that during the time the 
Exchange had been opened only one Jew had been registered. He was 
a clerk, of English birth, and twenty-five years of age. A good many Jewish 
spplicants, however, are expected later on. The official referred to men- 
tioned that at the old Metropolitan Employment Exchange in Stepney (now 
closed) numerous unemployed Jews and Jewesses applied. They included 
boot-makers, cigar-makers, cabinet-makers, tailors, and female clerks and 
typists. The Exchange procured work for many of them. 

It was, perhaps, as well that Jewish applicants did not figure very con- 
spicuously among Tuesday morning's crowd in the Commercial Road 
Exchange. The men, mostly, apparently, of the unskilled labour class, were 
hardly models of decoram. Some of them whistled * We won't go home till 
morning,” “ Auld Lang Syne,” “ Rale Brittania,” and the “ Marseillaise,” and 
although an official called them to order they went on whistling. We must 
not, however, be too hard on them. There were a large number of appli- 
cants—as was to be expected on the first day—and, the ollicials being 
burdened with work, the men had necessarily to wait for a considerable time 
before being attended to. When the Exchanges get into their stride things 
will proceed quite normally. 

The registration of the unemployed will be proceeded with every day, 
except Saturday, from 8 till 12, and from 2 till 4. 

The procedure is quite simple. The officials, take down the names 
addresses, ages and occupations of the applicants, and give them a card to 
cilla week later. If the men or women get work in the meantime, then 
they are to report the fact on the ecard. The card, it should be said, is 
ollicially stamped, and there is, therefore, no cost of postageinvolved. If the 
Exchange should want the men or women during the week,they would send 
for them. 

On the other hand, the officials will approach employers by circulars, or 
a3 fur as possible, by personal visits. n this way it is hoped to bring the 
inaniess work to workless man. 

A representative of the Jewish CHRONICLE called at Caxton House, the 
hoalquarters of the Labour Exchange system, and there had a few minutes’ 
conversation with Mr. Walter S. Cohen, the Divisional Officer for the London 
wut south-Eastern District. Mr. Cohen comes of a family which is known 
throughout the community for its fine record in the field of social work. He 
is the third son of the late Mr. Lionel Cohen, and a brother, therefore, of 
Mr. Leonard Cohen, the President of the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
Although oaly thirty-nine years of age, Mr. Cohen has had a considerable 
experience of affairs. He has been to Cyprus and Canada for the lca. He was 
also in the Government service in the Orange River Colony for five years, 
having been eng in the Land Settlement Department, and acted as 
Secretary of the Industrial Board. Mr. Cohen and his able colleagues 
have natarally had a hard task in setting a vast system of Labour Exchanges 
on foot They have worked indefatigably ; and it will not be their fault if 
the system does not prove a valuable instrument of social amelioration. The 
representative of the Jewish CHRONICLE asked Mr. Cohen whether any steps 
had been taken to meet the specifically Jewish needs of the Stepney district. 

“A lady clerk,” he replied, “who understands Yiddish will be engaged 
for the Jewish women applicants. She will take down particulars from them 
and select the applicants for the jobs which may offer.” 

Will there be a similar official for the male Jewish applicants ? 

; If we find it necessary,a Yiddish-speaking clerk for the men will be 
«mployed.” 

There are no Yiddish posters or notices at the Stepney Exchange r 

“ We have not made arrangements for publishing notices in Yiddish. 
But if necessary the matter would be considered.” 

Would it not be advisable for the Stepney Exchange to co-operate with 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, where possible ? 

“Well, it must be remembered that the Exchanges are purely a market 


place for labour. So far as it was found advisable, we should co-operate | 
with the Jewish Board of Guardians, though I do not see how, except it be 


in connection with the apprenticing of boys and girls. A special advisory 
Committee for dealing with boys and girls will be formed; and they will 
endeavour to induce parents to put their children into occupations which 
will lead somewhere, and not to the “blind alley” whither some of the 
occupations of our lads now lead them. The Committee will advise the 
joard of Trade on these matters; and in this connection they might 
co-operate with the Apprenticeship Committee of the Board of Guardians.”

Sink,— Your contributor “ Mentor” thinks it is time an explanation of the 
absence of the Sephardi ministers from the Conference of Anglo-Jewish 
Ministers should be forthcoming. I will not satisfy his curiosity, but as he 
so strongly desires an explanation I cannot do better than refer him to his 
own Tedesco ministers—the secretaries themselves of the Conference—who 
can, if they wish, produce to him a letter which they received from the 
“Sephardi member of the Preliminary Committee,” and duly acknowledged, 
in which was clearly set out the reason for the abstention of the Sephardi 
clergy. If the ordinary routine of a business meeting had been observed, 
and the letter read instead of being suppressed, “* Mentor” would have been 
spared the trouble—though deprived of the pleasure—of airing an imaginary 
grievance. 

Your contributor’s further grievance—also I venture to say quite 
imaginary—is that the powers that be at Bevis Marks are averse to our 
Hazanim labouring side by side with other ministers. Such a statement dis- 
plays lamentable ignorance on “ Mentor’s” part. If it is not already within 
his own knowledge, with but very little effort he can ascertain that the 
“Sephardi member of the Preliminary Committee of the Conference,” despite 
his multifarious duties in his own community, has, during his forty years’ 
residence in England, found time to help his Tedesco colleagues in many 
ways. He has performed admittedly valuable work for the Visitation Com-. 
mittee of the United Synagogue for more than thirty-five years, and has also 
identified himself with the old Hand-in-Hand Asylum, the Jewish Shelter and 
the Soup Kitchen—to mention some of the non-Sephardi charities for which 
he has laboured. 

Does this not satisfy “Mentor” that his charge of “segregation” is 
unfounded ?

Sir,—I have read with considerable interest the discussion that has 
arisen on the question of the peculiar attitude of the Spanish and Portuguese 
ministers towards the recent Conference, as well as the wider question, 
the relationship of that exclusive commanity with Anglo-Jewry at large. 

The real trouble appears to be that the Sephardim are so remark- 
ably inconsistent; their procedure in matters great and small has 
ever been hedged around with anomalies. Here you have a community 
whose representatives, while refusing to associate with the Ashkenazi 
ministers, yet give their commanal plams, iie., the best paid 
positions in the congregation, to members of the German 
community. With one or two exceptions—the Hazanim, of course, excluded— 
the paid officials are Ashkenazim. Even the ancient “ Beth Holim,” when 
seeking the services of a new master, passed over the applications of mem- 
bers of the community—one of them was a Yahid—and selected a Tedesco, 
Shades of Hananel Abendana! The _ children attending the communal 
classes are for the most part are German, and even the pick of the prizes, 
intended by the men and women of other days for Portuguese children, are 
now carried off mainly by thoseof the sister community. Ishould not wonder 
if some of the donors turned in their graves ! 

The Congregation should see the desirability of moving with the times ; 
many departments require re-organising badly. Quite recently the 
apprenticeship department—and its unwillingness to act is proverbial— 
placed a lad to a useful trade. The boy served some time, gained an 
excellent insight into the industry, and, if you please, having expressed a 
desire to obtain a post in the market under the Shechita Board, this accom- 
modating apprenticing body actually permitted the change.

eople ?

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The motive of the Jaegar Memorial Concert given last week, at Queen's 
Hall, by the London Symphony Orchestra conducted by Dr. Richter and Sir 
Hubert Parry was to pay tribute to an honoured musical personality and the 
result was an artistic triumph in which British music took its place with 
compositions by Wagner and Brahms by right of merit as great works instead 
of examples of native art on sufferance, as native art is too often treated. 
Sir Gilbert Parry opened the concert with his “Overture to an Unwritten 
Tragedy,’ which was followed by an inspired interpretation of Elgar's 
“Enigma” variations, part of which is dedicated to Mr. A. J. Jaegar, and 
three songs from a new cycle by Sir Edward Elgar, settings of verses by 
Sir Gilbert Parker, sung by Miss Muriel Foster. Mr. Plunket Greene also 
introduced some new songs from a cycle by Dr. Walford Davies of which 
more is certain to be heard, and Brahms’ Rhapsody for contralto and male 
voices was very finely given by Miss Foster and the members of Mr. Allan 
Gill's Alexandra Palace Choral Society. Mr. Coleridge-Taylor’s Orchestral 
Ballad in A minor concluded the programme. 


Yesterday week a tine Orchestral Concert was given by the New 
Symphony Orchestra, conducted by Mr. Landon Ronald, at which two 
novelties were produced: Mr, Nicholas Gatty’s “ Variations and Fague for 
Orchestra on Old King Cole, a conventional but effective composition of 
genial and almost humourous spirit, and Mr. Norman O'Neill's setting for 
Baritone and Orchestra of Keat's “La Belle Dame sans Merci,” a weirdly 
imaginative work which would have been easier to appreciate had it come 
before Tschaikowsky's fourth Symphony, whose interest is so much more 
human and vigorous, instead of after it, as well as after Mr. Tivadar Nachez’ 
somewhat tedious violin concerto. Mr. Frederic Austin, however, found 
scope for his voeal and artistic resources in“ La Belle Dame.” and was well 
appreciated, Elgar's Symphony is promised for the next New Symphony 
Concert on the 24th. 


A full hall once more welcomed tlie Societe des Concerts Francais at the 
Bechstein Hall, where they have lately met with somuch appreciation. The 
characteristically French atmosphere, which is the charm of these concerts, 
was admirably upheld by Miss Helene M. Luquiens, who sang delightfally a 


Severac’s “ Le ciel est par dessus le toit,” and two quartets by Chausson and 
Guillaume Lekeu. 


At -Molian Hall yesterday week, Messrs. Chappell and Co. gave the first 
of their series of Matinee Kecitals originally intended to introduce young 
artists to the public. Miss Marjorie Hayward’s refinement of expression 
and splendid tone were well displayed in Handel's Sonata in A, with Mr. 
F. Bb. Kiddle at the pianola, and several smaller solos by Sinding, Sinigaglia 
and others, while Miss Clara Batterworth gave every dramatic effect to 
Liszt's * Die Lorelei” and other songs by Wolfe, Tschaikowsky and Montague 
Phillips. 

On Saturday, at Queen's Hall, Mr. Henry Wood conducted a very fine 
interpretation of Cesar Franck’s magnificent Symphony in D minor, and the 
applause that greeted it shows the great strides in popularity taken in 
recent years by the music of Franck, who was a misunderstood composer in 
his own time. Mr. George Henschel once more made good use of his cultured 
voice and clear articulation in Parry's “In the Still Vigils of the Night,” 
from “ King Saul,” and Hans Sachs Aria from Wagner's “ Meistersinger.” 
Miss Marie Hall did fall justice to the beauties of Joachim's “ Variations for 
Violin and Orchestra,” and the Orchestra dealt in excellent style with 
Jarnfelts’ brilliant “ Praeladium” and an excerpt from Wagner's “ Ring.” 
relating to Siegfried and the Forest Dragon. Altogether a programme rich 
with real musical interest and tinely performed throughout. 


At the Playbouse “ Little Mrs. Cummins,” which has had a successful 
run and made a decided hit, will shortly be withdrawn to make room for 
“Tantalising Tommy.” Theatre-goers who have not yet taken the oppor- 
tunity of seeing this delightfal farce, which is full of fun and merriment, 
should, therefore, do so at an early date.

ZIONISM. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE 
ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


The annual conference of the English Zionist Federation was held last 
Sunday at the New Synagogue Chambers, Great St. Helen's. The President, 
Dr. CHARLES DREYFUS, was in the Chair. There were present :

The first business was the adoption of the annual report, which was 


_ formally moved by the CHAIRMAN and seconded by the Rey. Dr. StRAUSS. 


The Report stated: 

' The Federation comprises 41 societies in 25 different towns, with a membership 
of over 5,000. Close touch was kept with the societies, and a large amount of 
literature had been distributed. Numerous meetings had been addressed by the 
secretary and members of the l.xecutive. 5,529 Shekolim had been sold and large 
for the National Fund and Palestine institutions. 
Reference is made tothe reception given to the Turkish Parliamentary delegation, 
and the report concludes with an appeal for further strenuous efforts on behalf of the 
cause. 

Mr. H. SACHER said that the merely external and not the fundamental 
the Federation had been conducted suecessfally, bat his 
the Executive went a little deeper and concerned the 
particular form of Zionism with which it was associated. What he wished 
to criticise was the policy of the English Zionist Federation at the Congress. 
Whenever any member of the party to which he was proud to belong raised 


_ the question of Zionist principles, he seldom escaped the charge of raising 


the personal question and of looking at Zionism in «a personal way. The 


_ whole policy at the Congress, so far as the English Zionist Federation under- 


stood it, was purely personal and concerned the retention of a particular 


person at the head of affairs, and the Federation having succeeded in 


retaining that particular person at the head of affairs congratulated itself 


on having conducted its policy in a purely personal way and secured a 


purely personal object. It followed, therefore, that such Zionists who did 
not agree with the policy of the present Executive looked at Zionism in an 
impersonal way. It was quite a blunder on the part of the English Zionist 
Federation to have taken the stand that it was necessary to retain Herr 
Wolffsohn at the head, and still more so was it a blunder to place itself 
in Opposition to the most powerful and most conscious force in the whole 
movement, the Russian delegation, and to identify itself with the Germans. 
There was a fundamental difference between the Rassians and the Germans, 
the same fundamental difference that existed between the party in England 
with which he was associated and the party which had in Mr. L. J. Greenberg 
a very skilful:leader. It was very difficult to explain precisely what the 
difference was (laughter) but, on the other hand, it was very difficult not to 
feel it. To understand it they must go a little way back into the history of 
the Zionist movement and compare it with the different elements that 
existed at present, There was a great difference between those Jews who 
had been born and educated in Rassia in the old Jewish way and those who 
lived in Western Europe and were educated in Western European fashion. 
Their great leader left them along with their great heritage a certain 
heritage which was not good. Dr, Herzl thought they could solve the Jewish 
problem by setting up externa! political institutions which, in Western 
Europe, indicated a nation. Dr. Herzl laid too much stress upon mere 
political institutions and minimised the spiritual interna] qualities which 
were the deeper essentials of nationalism. The present leaders of the 
English Zionist Federation bad inherited that excessive emphasis of pure 
politics, and had not gone through that process of self-education, which 
was the most amazing thing in the Zionist life of Dr. Herzl, and which, he 
did not doubt, had he lived he would have carried much further and com- 
pleted. Although the Congress and the Zionist movement had committed 
themselves to practical work in Palestine, the fact was that. practical work 
in Palestine had been hindered, instead of furthered, by the present leaders 
of the movement. He denied absolutely that the difficulties of purchasing 
land in Palestine could not be overcome, but no serious attempt had been 
made to overcome them. Very little had been done with the money of the 
National Fund, the fundamental object of which was to purchase land in 
Palestine; the greater part had been invested in securities, or had been 
used in operations, not very successful, outside Palestine. At least £10,000 
had been lost by depreciation in securities or mistaken investments. The 
present controllers of the fund were quite willing to face the possibility of 
loss outside Palestine, but were quite appalled by the prospect of loss 
inside that country. Yet what were the funds brought into existence for, if 
not for using them inside Palestine? His charge against the directors of 
the movement in England was that they would risk anywhere except in 
Palestine. Medsured by the desires of the eighth Congress, measured by 
the necessities of the Zionist movement, he thought that Zionism was not in 
the best hands, in the hands of Herr Wolffsohn, and those associated with 
him. The present directors of the movement, by acting upon a policy of 
determined opposition to the Russian section, by insisting upon keeping the 
organisation in a place where it was impossible for the Russians to exercise 
that influence upon the movement which was their due, were driving Zionism 
into the quicksand. If the cause was defeated, it was not that a few people 
in England and a large body of Zionists in Russia and throughout the world 
would have saffered a personal check, but the life-blood of Zionism would 
have ebbed away, and the spiritual force of the movement would have 
died out. 

Mr. L. J. GREENBERG said that Mr. Sacher had raised the bogey of persons 
connected with the conduct of the Bank being opposed to practical work in 
Palestine. Before many of those who were at present connected with the 
Bank had anything to do with it, there was a proposition made that the 
whole of the funds of the Jewish Colonial Trust should be invested in 
English Consols. Dr. Herzl protested against that. Mr. Wolffsohn protested, 
and it was largely in consequence of that that certain persons who were now 
always expressing anxiety about practical work in Palestine resigned their 
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position on the Bank. How far that was securing that the money subscribed 
to the Jewish Colonial Trust should be used in Palestine he would leave them 
to gather. It was absolutely untrue that the Jewish Colonial Trast in the 
least stinted the Anglo-Palestine Company. The very contrary was the fact. 
He was surprised that a man like Mr. Sacher, with his energy and ability and 
transparent honesty, did not take the trouble to call at the offices of the 
Jewish Colonial Trust and ask of the manager or sub-manager a few simple 
and elementary questions, which even a professional man would understand. 
He would have found that there was too much money at this moment in 
Palestine. M. Levontin, their representative in Palestine, had 
begged them not to send money there because he had not the means of 
efficiently and properly disposing of it. The Jewish Colonial Trust was not 
a“ sechnorring iustitution. It was pot a philanthropic association. It was 
the financial instrument of the Zionist movement, and so they must keep it. 
They must on no account throw their capital away in Palestine or anywhere 
else, and could only utilise it where they thought it could be usefully and 
profitably employed. It was hence the height of nonsense for Mr. Sacber 
to say that they were restraining the operations of the Anglo-Palestine 
Company or any work in Palestine. A little time ago there was a 
run on the Anglo-Valestine Bank, and if that run had not been success- 
fully overcome Zionism in Palestine, the principal seat of their move- 
ment, would have been seriously discouraged. If the whole of the capital of 
the Jewish Colonial Trust had been put into Palestine there would have been 
no reserve, and their position would have been seriously compromised, The 
fact that the run had been successfully overcome had raised the position of 
Zionism in Palestine not only among the Jews but among non-Jews. That 
was what he called the very best sort of practical work in Palestine. The 
establishment of an agrarian bank had been reported on by a special com- 
mission sent to Palestine for the purpose to be, under present conditions, 
undesirable and illegal. It would be contrary to the law and would only 
give facilities to Arabs and not Jews to obtain land. Dr. Herzl’s difference 
was not, as Mr. Sacher had stated, with the Russian Zionists because they 
were Russian. There were Kassian Zionists who followed absolutely his 
policy. He protested against the constant attempt to raise differences 
between Zionist and Zionist. However much they might foster ideals, 
they must after all look to the main aspect of the movement, and 
what Dr. Herzl always felt was that it was a dangerous thing 
to put Jews into Palestine under the autocratic government of the 
Sultan without first obtaining political guarantees. He (Mr. Greenberg) 
knew the value of political guarantees. The Jews of Roumania were 
no better off to-day than they were before the solemn Berlin Treaty. But 
the political guarantees Dr. Herzl hoped to get in regard to the Jews in 
Palestine he hoped would have been backed up by the Jewish people them- 
selves. Inthat he was in conflict, not in principle, but as a matter 
of methods, with those persons who were working for Palestine merely 
because it was Palestine. There were, as he had more than once said, 
Zionists who were Nationalists because they were Zionists. There 
were Zionists who were Zionists because they were Nationalists. His (Mr. 
Greenberg's) concern was not for Palestine because it was Palestine, it was 
for the Jewish people, and for Palestine because he knew that the trae 
re-nationalisation of the Jewish people could take place only on that soil. 
Palestine to him and to those who thought with him was not a holy land 
to-day, for the Jewish people were not there with their rights as a 
people. It would be aholy land again when their people, as a people, were 
there settled once again. It was for that he was struggling and not for 
the mere treasuring up of Palestine as an article of bigotry and virtue. 
(Laughter.) The dead past bad no claim upon them except as a dead past. 
it left them its history, which, of course, was valuable. It was the 
future for which they were labouring. Differences of trend of thought should 
not be allowed to make cleavages in the Zionist ranks. Zionism was broad 
enough to cover many aspects, and it was only because certain Zionists were 
so narrow—he meant in mental visage—that favouring one aspect of the 
movement they regarded that as the whole movewent, to the exclusion of all 
else. He failed to seehow the policy of the English Zionist Federation in deter- 
mining toretain Herr Wolffsohn was, as Mr. Sacher had stated,a personal matter. 
Herr Wolffsohn represented to theman extremely valuableprincip!e. He repre- 
sented the principle of not allowing the whole of the movement to list over 
to the Russian side. Mr. Sacher said it would be a bad day if they excluded 
the Russians from the movement, but it would be a far worse day if they 
allowed the whole of the movement to be controlled by the Russians. 
(Cheers.) The Russian Zionists, whom Mr. Sacher bad lauded, should first 
learn the first principles of organisation. They did not trust anyone—they 
did not trust each other. Mr. Ussiscbkin they did not trust, unless Dr. 
Tschlenow looked after him. They saw that reflected in all the little sections 
that were rife in Russia. If the organisation went to Berlin the Russians 
would control it from their own point of view and not from the point of view 
of the whole Zionist movement. That was a matter of principle and not of 
personality, All the complaints, in fact, against Herr Wolffsobn were 
vague and airy, and none of them touched the fact that he was bravely doing 
his best for their cause. Turning to the report, which Mr. Sacher 


seemed to forget was the subject before the Conference, he (Mr. 
Greenberg) said the English Zionist Federation, despite opposi- 
tion, had done the best year’s. work. The balance-sheet showed 


that from this country, for Zionist purposes, something like 2800 
had been taken. Was that not a sign of good work? — Propaganda 
work had been revived, an extremely good shekel collection had been made, 
and publications had been issued. Of course, their organisation was not. 
perfect, and where they were wrong he invited Mr. Sacher to come in and 
show them the way. If their Zionism was not full-blooded enough, let him 
bring in fresh blood. He would be received with open arms as would also 
his colleague, Mr. Norman Bentwich. 

Mr. J. I. LOEWY remarked that the men who were now against Herr 
Wolffsohn were the very men who agitated against Dr. Herzl, and one could 
not understand their present agitation any more than their past. Herr 
Wolffsohn might have made mistakes, but in him they saw the only chance 
of the Zionist movement being kept alive. They must be loyal to their 
leaders. In this country their duty was to organise and strengthen the 
movement instead of making useless speeches. 

Mr. NORMAN BENTWICH explained that at the time his father did not 
approve of the money of the Jewish Colonial Trust being invested outside 
Consols, there was no possibility of investing the money in Palestine, but 
when the proposal came forward to invest the money not in Palestine but in 
business concerns in Europe, his father did dissociate himself from the 
Bank. The whole of the English Zionist Federation was not whole-heartedly 
given to practical work in Palestine. Some risk should be taken in order to 
experiment in practical development in the Holy Land. There might be 
room for two parties in the Zionist movement on that question, but both 
parties should be represented on thie directorate, They did not want to 
exclude Herr Wolffsohn. They did not want national distinctions between 


Zionist and Zionist, but they claimed that the Russian body, which was the

As © result 
they found themselves in an impasse. They were quite unable to take con- 
trol of the movement themselves, and did not want anyone else to have it. 
At that moment Herr Wolffsohn stepped into the breach. If they were not 
idealists they w.uld not be in the movement at all, but they wanted to make 
that ideal a reality, and for the purpose of crystallising and realising their 
ideal he did not recommend them to go to philosophic doctors and ra!)bis— 
gentlemen whose main strength consisted of beautiful speeches and 1.) work. 
They had tofight a more insiduous enemy inside their ranks thantheiropp nents 
outside. What it was said they required in the movement was a Board or 
controlling directorate, which should represent all the various elements ip 
the movement. He asked those gentlemen who made vague accusations 
against the Bank to state definite facts. It was an absolute untruth to say 
they had in any shape or form cut down Palestinian credits. 

"Mr. L. KeSSLER said that the statements made by Mr. Sacher were wild 
and erroneous. The National Fund had no money invested outside Palestine 
except in securities, which had not materially depreciated, The land had 
been put into the balance-sheet at less than its true value. 

Messrs. J. K. GoLpBLoom, H. Ginzpura, J. LANDMAN, V. SHAPIRO and |, 
WASSILEVSKY also spoke, and Mr. SACHER having replied, the adoption of the 
report was carried, 

Mr. L. J. GREENBERG then moved, and Dr. STRAUSS seconded, the follow- 
ing resolution :— 

This Conference places on record its appreciation of the labours of delegates from 
the United Kingdom atthe Hamburg Congress, believing that each delegate was 
animated in the policy he pursued in the common object of all supporters of the 
Zionist movement, the re-establishment as a nation of the Jewish people in lalestine 
It urges upon Ztonists throughout the United Kingdom the necessity for evincing 
abiding loyalty in the decisions of the Oongress, and desires to declare its entire con- 
fidence in Herr Wolffsohn as leader of the movement and the Actions Committee 
appointed by the Congress. 

Dr. DAICHES advised the Conference strongly not to adopt any resol|ution 
of the kind, as it might pledge them to causes which they might lave to 
abandon at the next Congress. 

Mr. L. J. GREENBERG replied that the resolution did not bind them. It 
was only decent that they should record their appreciation of the work of 
the English delegates, and he was anxious that that Conference should make 
that record impartially. The miserable endeavour always to try and infuse 
some poisonous meaning into the most open and ordinary transaction Was 
the bane of some people who always saw evil where none was present. Let 
those delegates who wished vote against the resolution. They would kiow 
them and mark them as not being loyal either to the Congress or to ‘hal 
meeting.

Dr. DREYFUS presided, and gave a short summary of the work done 
at the Conference, which he believed would be of great service to the future 
ofthe movement. Things were not as smooth as they would like them to be. 
There were some ripples on the water, but they had no fear that any dis- 
furbance would diminish their interest in the work. They were determined 
lado all they possibly could for Palestine, and so long as they enjoyed the 
confidence of the rank and file the work was rendered easier. 

The Rev. Dr. STRAUSS made an earnest appeal for unity, and proposed 
the following resolution : 

That this meeting of London Zionists, including delegates representing the 
/ionists societies of the United Kingdom assembled for the annual Conference of 
the English Zionist Federation, declare their unabated adhesion to the Zionist 
ideal and their complete confidence in their leader, Herr Wolffsohn, and the members 
of the Actions Committee. 

Mr. L. Jd. GRE@NBERG, who seconded the resolution, said that as a result 
of the Conferenee, they had laid in England once and, he hoped, for ever 
that which had been troubling Zionists for so long, dissension within their 
Federation. The Federation had shown that it would give no countenance 
and no quarter to those who were anxious merely to growl and grumble. In 
the luod of talk which had recently involved them, the real objects for 
which the movement was founded were often forgotten. Mr. Laurie Magnus, 
who declared himself a Zionist, was speaking the other day at Birmingham, and, 
of course, had something nasty to say about the Zionist movement. Some- 
how or other, it seemed to be a sort of habit with certain Zionists to apply 
themselves to test their Zionism by the particularly unkind things they 
could say about the Zionist movement generally. The unkinder the things 
were the more they thought they were true Zionists. Mr. Laurie Magnus thought 
that he was not only a trae Zionist, but a better Zionist than any Zionist yet 
horn. In referring to the Hamburg Congress, Mr. Magnus said that it was 
ridiculous to suggest that the Jewish people should be allowed to govern a 
bation when the Zionist body could not éven govern itself. He was surprised 
thataman with Mr. Magous’s knowledgeshould have made such an observation. 
Had Mr. Magnus never been to an ordinary meeting or political conference, 
and had he not seen grave dissensions there? Had he not heard of a party 
in Which two leaders were called Marshall and Snelgrove? Had he never 
heard of « Government being called the Cecil Hotel? Would he say that 
because a Parliament had occasionally allowed its feelings to run away with 
it, as had happened in the English Parliament, and as frequently happened 
in the German and Austrian Assemblies and in the French Chamber, the prin- 
ciple of self-government should be denied to them? Mr. Magnus said 
the Zionists had raised dissension amongst the Jews. They had not 
raised dissension. They had, however, done their best to rouse from 
their comfortable slumber the heads of the community. They had had

With which they were confronted. That was the reason why Mr. Magnus 
felt they had disturbed the Jewish community. Thank God for it. He was 
proud to think that the influence of Zionism had been such that the Jewish

Sir,—Neither the rebuke of my friend, Mr. Harris, nor the sneers of Mr. 
Israel will prevent me from doing what I think is my clear duty. Although 
| knew that by my letter to you I was courting the disfavour of the powers 
that be, this fact did not deter me in the least, because to my mind the 
present situation of the Zionist movement in England and abroad is far too 
serious for the maintenance of the old policy of “ pooh-pooh.” 

Mr. Harris and Mr. Israel base their complaint against me on the ground 
that our Order should not be criticised in the Press. I agree, but these 
gentlemen cannot have it both ways. Our Order was never criticised 
because it stood above party ; it was the servant of the Zionist movement ; 
it was the servant of the societies ; it was the servant of the Federation ; it 
was more than the servant of the Federation, during the time when Dr. 
Gaster was the President. Bat no sooner do we become an independent 
body, no sooner do we claim to be a Federation then a Federation must 
expect to receive censure as well as praise, and this will be one of the evils 
when we become independent. Mr. Harris's remark that | do not understand 
the question is too delicious to require an answer. 

I now come to Mr. Israel—l made two distinct charges against the 
Council. The first is that they had no euahentiy to apply to become a 
Federation without the sanction of a convention. Mr. Israel's answer is that 
they were asked by“some Lodges” to apply for a separate Federation. 
Well, this strengthens my argument that we should have held a Convention 
before a Congress to decide this important question. My second charge was 
that the delegates had no mandate to vote against Herr Wolffsohn. Mr. 
Israel takes up ten lines of your valuable space, and does not adduce one 
fact to contradict my statement. I say distinctly that with the exception 
of two or three places, no delegate would have been selected if he had 
stated openly that he would vote against Herr Wolffsohn. 

But what deserves serious consideration is the last one or two lines in 
the third paragraph in Mr. Israel's letter—they (the delegates) “ desired to 
see a larger Inner Actions Committee embracing all the forces at the Con- 
gress, so that the burden of responsibility should not rest upon a single 
section or individual! They would not be parties to any policy of exclusion.” 
Bravo, Mr. Israel! I am in perfect agreement with that policy. I have 
always fought here in Eagland, and will continue to do so, against the policy 
of exclasion. No Cherem against any Zionist, as long as he is loyal to the 
Congress, but unfortanately this is not the policy of the majority of the 
delegates who went to Congress on behalf of our Order. They have always 
used the parrot ery: we must have a homogeneous Cabinet, and everybody 
who is not of the same way of thinking must be turned out. Has Mr. Israel 
forgotten the Sheflield Conference? In what world does he live? I am 
afraid Mr. Israel will not receive promotion for writing this piece of logic. 
As to his complaint that anybody should have written to me instead of to 
him, this argument should not have come from an official. But I gave proof 
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of my statements to the Council in Manchester, and why they did not write 
to him can be explained, but I would rather not do so 

Anybody who has carefully read my first letter will see that I abstained 
from criticising the inner working of our Council in London, I even abstained 
from giving my views in full why we should not be a Federation to ourselves. 
My only object was to allay the fears of a good many of our Lodges, and 
specially the new ones, and to show that there is a higher authority than 
our Council to whom we can appeal. I am glad that I have achieved my 
end. Whether I be blamed or praised matters very little to me. I shall not 
write another word on the subject. Our Convention will decide who is right 
and who is wrong, and as loyal Maccabzeans we shall all have to abide by it.

Fish Diet and Fish Dishes. 


Fish ranks high as a most useful food, for it is palatable, most nourishing and 
economical. Of course, there are high-priced fish, but even these are really 
economical, because there is very little waste with them. 

The reason we often waste more fish than we consume is because of the careless 
way in which it is cooked, so that fish is often sent to the table in an uninviting 
and unwholesome fashion. 

White fish—such as turbot, plaice, soles, whiting, haddock, cod, etc.—is more 
easily digested than oily lish, and is therefore more suitable for invalids and persons 
of weak digestion than the other kind, which comprises mackerel, herring, eels, 
salmon, trout, etc. 

Broiling or grilling is the most profitable way of cooking lish, whilst boiling is 
the least profitable, because in boiling much of the juice and flavour is wasted, 

A useful little booklet of recipes, entitled “Tasty Ways of Cooking Fish, is treing 
issued by the National Sea Fisheries Protection Association, from which the following 
recipe is taken as being something new, as in fact are most of the recipes in the book. 

COD STEAK WITH MACARONI. 

T wo slices of cod, 1 oz. breadcrumbs, 1 teaspoonful of chopped parsley and mixed 
herbs. a little egg, 2 oz. boiled macaroni, 1 oz. butter, 4 oz. flour, 4 pint fish stock or 
milk ‘4 tablespoonful anchovy essence, and a little grated cheese. 

Wipe the fish, and place on a buttered baking-tin. Prepare a stuffing of the bread- 
crumbs, savoury herbs, and parsley, and bind it with a little beaten egg. Place this 
upon the fish. On the top put the cooked macaroni, besprinkle with grated cheese, 
and bake for about twenty minutes in a moderate oven. Prepare the ancnovy sauce. 
Dish up thé fish when cooked, pour over the sauce, and serve.

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THE FREE SCHOOL MAGAZINE.—The Jews’ Free School Magazine, of 
which we gave a preliminary notice last week, was issued this week to about 
2,000 boys and girls who had previously bespoken copies. The magazine 
more than fulfils expectations, and we congratulate the school and the editor 
on an excellent production. It is one of the best school magazines we have 
seen for many a long day, is readable from beginning to end, and there is not 
a dull line throughout. In the “ Notes and Comments,” the main policy 
of the paper is definitely set out. It is intended to form a com- 
plete school record and to interest the boys and girls in the vast 
activities that are going on around them. The hope is expressed that 
the Magazine will lead to increased pride in the school, and will help to 
strengthen the bonds of fellowship. There is a reference to the spirit of the 
founders which still lives within the school, and special stress is laid on the 
part taken in all matters affecting the welfare of the school by the members 
of the House of Rothschild, who have been a source of strength in the past, 
and whose active interest is the best augaury for the futare. 

MR. ZANGWILL'S FIRST DAY AT THE JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL.-A 
striking item in the Magazine is an article by Mr. Israel Zangwill, entitled 
“ My First Day at the Free School.” “ My first day at the Free School,” he 
writes, “is mingled inextricably with the flavour of monkey nuts.

The refining influence of the pageant is evidenced by the boy's 
conclading remark: * Now, when I meet any of the ladies who played with us 
in the pageant, | raise my hat in the real Hyde Park style.” The girl 
* Gladys ” (Hannah Dancyger) tells us that Sir William Fitz Clarence grabbed 
Bessie’s hand as if it were a football; that each girl thought she was a real 
Ellen Terry ; and that the term examination results saffered. 

VARIeD FARE.—Among the other features of the Magazine is an article 
entitled “ Brothers,” which refers to the enormous family housed at Bell 
Lane, whose members, holding hands, would probably stretch from Aldgate 
Pump to Mile End Gate. There is an interesting article entitled “ Only 
Round the Corner,’ which deals with some historical aspects of Spitalfields. 
The “Adventures of Razanbloom the Reckless, or the Brave Bandit of Bell 
Lane,” are retailed in blood-curdling style. The sports in the school are 
brightly dealt with, and in this connection there is an interesting article, 
“Hows That?" giving the experiences of an umpire. There are a few 
nonsense rhymes, and we shall be much surprised if Aunt Jobiska, of 
Pobble fame, is not a member of the staff at least by the end of this week. 
There is an interview with the top boy in the school, and accounts of the 
boys’ play centre, old boys’ clab, old girls’ guild, girls’ play centre, and 
Higher Grade notes. There is an excellent column of puzzles, an article on 
the * Budget” (we do not imply any connection by this juxtaposition), and a 
host of other features, all presented in bright, breezy fashion. We must 
revert to the magazine on a futare occasion and can only say, in conclusion, 
that if Mr. 8. Davis, the editor, can only maintain the standard of his first 
number, a new note will have been strack in school journalism. 

THE SUCCESSFUL BOYS’ CLUB. Mr. Denzil A. Myer, whose connec- 
tion with the Jewish Club Magazine, is so well-known, imparts some of the fruits 
of his experience in an article contributed to the current number of the Toynbee 
Record. The main object to have in view, says Mr. Myer, in the formation 
of a clab is the training of the lads to be self-respecting, clear-minded and 
independent, in the best scase of the terms--they should be trained to be 
sportsmen, “If they are generous in their games, they will be generous in 
their lives ; if they are straightforward in their play, they stand a better 
chance of being straight in every-day life. The moulding of character, 
in short, is the chief object of a lads" club.” He thinks that 250 
members should be the limit uoder any circamstances, and that 100 to 150 
is the ideal number provided there are sufficient capable managers. The 
article discourages educational classes at clubs. Boys, it says, should be 
encouraged to attend evening schools, where better arrangements are 
made than could be possible in a elub. 

THE CLUG MANAGER.—Mr. Myer devotes several paragraphs to his 
conception of the successful club manager. This gentleman should be 
popular with the boys and at the same time win their confidence and respect. 
The opinion is expressed, however, that it is better to have an unpopular 
manager who is firm, respected, though disliked, than to have a man who is 
popular with the boys, but who they feel cannot control them, and to whom 
they cannot look up with feelings of absolute trust. The club should never 
be looked upon as a place where begging is encouraged. Where itis neces- 
sary to give financial help an effort should always be made to make the boy 
repay, in however small instalments, any money that might have been 
advanced. The object is to strengthen character, not weaken it. 

BAILEY’S LANE GaOUND.- Keverting to our note on the subject of the 
Bailey's Lane ground, we have to say that the question of the Jewish 
Athletic Association exercising the option of renewing their tenancy has 
not been settled. The landlord of the ground is to be asked whether he 
contemplates taking any steps to improve the condition of the pitches, and 
to state definitely what those steps will be. 

BIRMN BROTHERS ATHLETIC CiUB.—This well-known Club held its 
annual dinner, at the Holborn Restaurant last night, when upwards of two 
hundred attended, including Mr. Joseph Birn, President and Mrs. Joseph 
Bira, Mrs. Sigmund Birn, Mr. Albert Elsner, Captain:and Chairman, and 
amongst the Vice-Presidents, Mr. Maurice Birn and Mr. Benno Reis.

Elders were more than one devoted to the provision 
of marriage portions for destitute orphan girls. One 
society, founded in 1724, granted annually a dowry 
of £60 to one or more Sephardic orphan girls, pro- 
viding they married in the congregation, while sub- 
sequent to the establishment of the Villareal School, 
another society was formed for the purpose of 
providing girls with marriage portions of £80, the 
proviso being that they and their fiancés were of 
Sephardic parents. Goming down to the last 
century, the already generous societies for 
providing girls with dowries were increased by the 
Lara bequest, one of the clauses of which was the 
grant of £100 annually, as a dower to a Portuguese 
Jewish woman, married for not more than a year to 
a Portuguese Jew. It is doubtfol whether these 
liberal marriage dowries were 45 beneficial to the 
young couples as they were intended to be. Very 
frequently money was spent to little advantage, and 
in these cases the 
Poor YouNG WIFE 

was the sufferer. In other cases bickerings and 
quarrels arose among the girls if a larger grant 
were made to one applicant than was made to 
another—the maximum dowry, | believe, was £200 ; 
and so many unfortunate incidents arose after these 
marriages—which would probably have arisen in the 
ordinary course of events—that it became a saying 
that little good ever came [to those who took the 
“Soity money. 

Mention has been mace in dealing with tbe 
marriage portions that applicants had to be of 
Sephardi parents in all cases, thus showing the 
feeling of prejadice against the Ashkenazim, who 
were regarded as interlopers. Before the Great 
Synagogue was built in Duke's Place, the first 
Ashkenazi immigrants, or Dutch Jews, as they were 
termed in eontradistinetion: to the Spanish and 
Portuguese Jews, worshipped at Bevis Marks, but 
they were always relegated to the corners flanking 
the entrance doors, which aflorded the worst view 
of the Tebah in the building. No doubt these 

Primitive Propucts OF LITHUANIA 
were of an unrefined and uncultivated class, but 
that was not suflicient argament for the erect ion of 
the barrier of prejudice by which the Sephardim 
maintained their splendid isolation for so many 
decades. At one time the marriage of a Sephardi 
with a Tedesco was enough to put the offending 
ewain in Cherem, and that the prejudice has not 
altogether disappeared, ample evidence is always 
~forthcoming. The slang term «Teitcher” carries 
with it a feeling of opprobrium even in these days of 
Sephardi degeneration, but what it must have been 
over two centuries ago, when the Parnassim of Bevis 
Marks lorded it with all the courtly grace and proud 
bearing of the Spanish don, is more easily imagined 
than expressed. 

So much has been written of the personnel of 
Bevis Marks in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries (I am using the term Bevis Marks in the 
sense of the Sephardi community, and am not guilty 
of an anachronism) that there is no need for detailed 
description here. General!) speaking, the carly 
supporters of the congregation mus! have beer 

ATTRACTIVE FIGuRES 
despite their prosaic surrounding Imbued iti 
the ideas of splendour and magniticence associated 
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with the Spanish Court, wealthy, refined, and of 
spotless credit and reputaticn, the founders of Bevis 
Marks furnish a big part of the romantic element 
which surrounds its early existence. Such names 
as Carvajal, de Caceres, Rodriguez, Azavedo Mendes, 
Alvarez, da Costa, de Castro, Henriques, and a host 
of others, are names that loom larwely in the archives 
of a colony which was taking upits residence among 
strangers and in a@ strange land. When we turn 
our gaze back to two centuries ago, we conjure up 
pictures of the departed great in their cavalier 
eouts and laces, with swords at their sides, and 
think of the pioneers of Bevis Marks as the gallant 
eourtiers of the period. In a later generation the 
position was equally maintained, and as the years 
rolled on, and the barrier of prejudice against the 
Jews broke down in the march of civilisation, the 
beau sabreur merged into the financier, and the 
sword of the courtier was dropped for 
THe or THE CAPITALIST, 

which, after all, was the mightier, though not s0 
romantic. "Change Alley and Jonathan's then began 
to recognise the power of men who occupied Che- 
vetos in Bevis Marks, and Solomon Medina, Sampson 
Gideon, Menasseh Lopez, Mendes da Costa, and Joseph 
Salvador were Dames among the richest in the 
richest city of the world.

AUNTIE'S CHAT. 


You will, no doubt, have heard and read with 
deep concern of the disastrous and devastating 
floods which have overwhelmed France during the 
past weeks and have plunged the inhabitants of 
that country iato grief and distress. Tbe whole of 
the fair land bas suffered enormously, but our atten- 
tion is of necessity more particularly directed to the 
condition of the city of Paris, its beautiful capital, 
where the River Seine, swollen by the inflax of a 
tremendous volame of water, has overflowed its 
hanks and spread sorrow and destruction to the 
many dwellers on its borders. The horrors of famine 
and pestilence are threatened and may be added to 
their burden. It 1s computed that no less than 
eighty thousand people are homeless, and the suffer- 
ings of these poor folks are beyond words. England, 
ever ready with generous heart and open hand, 
hastens to the relief of her sister-country, and from 
the King to his poorest subject sympathy and help 
are forthcoming. May all these efforts be crowned 
with suecess and much of the misery and misfortune 
be assuaged, and may the sun of prosperity shine 
again brightly on France and its in-dwellers! 

But, speaking of floods, we must remember that 
the overflowing of a river is not, in all cases, @ 
disaster. There is a great stream, whose name is 
familiar to you, as readers of the Holy Book, the 
periodical overflow of which brings prosperity and 
sustenance to the peoples of the land through which 
it passes. You will know that I am talking of the 
Nile, that mighty flood of water, which traverses the 
land of Egypt, on whose banks our forefathers bave 
stood, among whose rushes the cradle of our great 
Law-giver was hidden. What a history of the world 
that stream could tell! From its waters come forth 
the names of the great men of the past—Rameses, 
Cheops, Cambyses, Alexander, Julius Czesar, 
Napoleon, all have gazed into its yellow depths. 

To-day, just as in the time of the Pharaobs, the 
wonder of the flood continues. Under the cloudless 
sky, beneath the burning summer-heat the volume of 
water rises steadily ; it covers the earth with its 
fertilising silt, or fine mud, and then gradually sinks 
back into its bed again. When it has disappeared, 
ag if by magic, the green crors sprout forth, and the 
seeds are set forthe harvest. But when the Nile is 
low, no verdure 1s seen. With pain‘ul toil the 
Egyptian ladies water on to his ground, and but for 
the overflow of the mighty river, poverty and dis- 
tress would be his lot. If the Nile rises cighteen or 


twenty feet, it jx not sufficient for the fertilising of 
the land; if over twenty-four, i¢ means devastation 
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
